Directory  in  an  enlarged  and  improved  form.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  city 
has  made  this  course  imperative.  We  have  now  become  a  city  of  more  than 
50,000  inhabitants,  the  first  in  point  of  population  and  wealth  of  the  cities  of 
our  State,  the  third  in  population  of  the  cities  of  New  England,  and  the 
twenty-fifth  of  the  cities  of  the  United  States.  It  will  be  in  the  future,  as 
it  has  been  in  the  past,  the  object  of  the  publisher  to  make  the  New  Haven 
Directory  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  the  best  Directories  of  other  cities. 

The  history  of  New  Haven,  its  growth,  business,  and  many  peculiar  advan¬ 
tages,  is  ably  presented  in  an  article  prepared  by  a  gentleman  of  high  literary 
attainments,  and  furnishes  complete  information  upon  the  subjects  of  which 
he  treats.  [See  page  27.]  The  perusal  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  great  in¬ 
terest  to  all  classes. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  large  amount  of  miscellaneous  matter,  we  devote  con¬ 
siderable  space  to  important  statistical  information  gathered  from  the  last  gene¬ 
ral  census,  also  useful  extracts  from  the  City  By-Laws,  new  arrangement  of 
Societies,  etc.,  thereby  adding  greatly  to  the  value  and  interest  of  this  depart¬ 
ment. 

We  call  the  particular  attention  of  our  patrons  to  the  new  Street  Directory. 
As  now  presented  it  gives  the  names  of  the  different  streets  crossing  each  of 
the  streets  and  avenues,  with  the  right  hand  corners  numbered  in  proper  order, 
so  that  any  particular  number  wanted  can  be  definitely  located  within  the  limits 
of  a  block. 

It  was  our  intention  to  present  this  year  a  New  Map  of  the  city.  Last  Fall 
we  had  the  necessary  surveys  made,  the  maps  drawn  and  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  engravers,  from  whom  a  proof  was  received.  About  this  time  the  limits 
of  the  city  were  extended,  so  as  to  embrace  Fair  Haven.  This  addition  ne¬ 
cessitated  the  changing  of  names  to  many  of  the  streets  to  obviate  the  difficulty 
arising  from  duplicate  names.  The  changes,  in  fact,  were  so  many,  that  in 
consultation  with  our  worthy  Mayor,  the  idea  of  issuing  a  new  map  with  the 
present  volume  was  reluctantly  abandoned.  In  our  next  issue  we  hope  to 
present  such  a  map  as  will  be  sure  to  give  general  satisfaction. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known,  and  we  therefore  state  the  fact,  that  the  New 
Haven  Directory  has  probably  a  larger  circulation  throughout  the  country  than 
any  other  Directory,  if  we  except  a  few  of  our  larger  cities.  This  fact  af¬ 
fords  unusual  advantages  to  those  who  wish  to  make  their  business  extensively 
known  abroad.  The  influence  that  the  book  has  abroad,  in  giving  New  Haven 
a  prominent  position  among  our  cities  and  bringing  its  business  before  the  eyes 
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o  thousands,  is  not,  we  think,  sufficiently  estimated  by  our  merchants  and 
manufacturers.  Last  year  we  introduced  a  system  of  exchanges  among  Di¬ 
rectory  publishers  which  met  with  general  approval.  We  received,  in  partial 
return  for  those  sent  by  us,  the  Directories  of  some  forty  principal  cities. 
I  hese  have  been  on  our  office  shelves  and  freely  offered  for  the  use  of  our 
citizens  generally,  proving  of  great  value  for  reference  and  a  convenience 
not  otherwise  to  be  obtained  in  the  State. 

1  here  has  been  added  to  our  list  of  residents  in  the  city  five  thousand  four 
hundred  and  forty-nine  new  names,  while  the  erasures  have  only  been  two 
thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy  three,  making  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  names  contained  in  the  Directory  of  three  thousand  and  seventy-six.  This 
would  indicate  that  our  city  was  never  more  rapidly  progressing  in  population 
than  at  the  present  time.  The  changes  of  residences  during  the  year  have 
been  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-nine,  which  includes  all  the 
changes  made  whether  as  owners  of  property  occupied,  or  as  tenants  or  boarders, 
he  total  number  of  names  given  in  the  Directory  is  over  seventeen  thousand, 
with  the  occupation  of  most  of  them  indicated.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,’ 
that  our  Directory  should  assume,  as  it  does,  the  proportions  of  the  directories 
of  our  larger  cities. 

We  wish  to  express  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  manufacturers,  for 
the  kind  aid  they  have  afforded  us  in  furnishing  complete  lists  of  the  employees 
of  their  various  establishments ;  and  to  one  and  all,  and  especially  to  those 
in  official  positions,  who  have  assisted  us,  we  return  our  hearty  thanks. 

Owing  to  the  complete  change  of  style  of  printing  our  Directory,  the  addi¬ 
tions  of  the  7th  Ward  to  the  city,  and  to  other  causes,  we  are  unavoidably 
later  in  our  present  issue  than  usual.  It  will  be  our  aim  in  the  future  to  issue 
the  book  at  an  earlier  date.  If  societies  and  corporations  and  especially  our 
City  officials  will  bear  this  in  mind,  and  furnish  us  any  information  which  will 
be  of  general  interest,  we  shall  be  under  obligations  to  them,  and  they  will 
also  render  to  the  public  a  great  favor.

The  following  facts  concerning  the  material  prosperity  of  our  city  during  the 
past  year,  were  gathered  for  us  by  a  gentleman  who  has  made  this  subject 
a  matter  of  special  attention  : 

I11  the  year  that  has  passed  since  the  last  Directory  was  issued,  New  Haven 
has  taken  many  strides  forward.  The  census  report  shows  New  Haven’s 
population  to  be  50,886.  Ten  years  ago  it  was  39,277,  showing  a  gain  of 
over  11,000  in  that  period.  Thirty  years  ago  the  population  was  14,390 
1  he  figures  speak  for  themselves. 

During  these  twelve  months,  four  churches  have  been  erected,  the  Church  of 
ithe  Redeemer,  (Congregational,)  on  Orange  street ;  the  Baptist  Church,  on 
Chapel  street,  cor.  of  York  ;  Grace  Church,  (Episcopal,)  on  Blatchley  Av., 


7th  Ward,  and  the  Wesley  Chapel  on  Davenport  Avenue.  Three  more  are  in 
process  of  erection,  Dwight  Place  Church,  corner  Chapel  and  Dwight  streets, 
which  is  the  church  of  the  Howe  Street  (Congregational)  Society;  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  on  Pearl  street,  7th  Ward,  and  St.  Mary’s  Church,  on  Hillhouse 
Avenue.  The  German  Lutherans  have  located  a  church  in  the  old  Brintnall 
house,  on  Wooster  street,  corner  of  Brewery,  which  they  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  $11,000. 

The  Church  of  the  Redeemer  is  a  beautiful  structure,  and  cost  about  $125,000. 
For  Dwight  Place  Church  a  building  fund  of  $55,000  was  raised  last  Decem¬ 
ber.  It  will  be  a  handsome  structure.  The  new  Baptist  Church  is  nearly 
completed.  It  will  cost  about  $90,000.  Grace  Church,  on  Blatchley  Avenue, 
is  unique  and  attractive.  It  is  of  the  early  Grecian  style  of  architecture,  and 
will  cost  $25,000.  The  new  Methodist  Church,  7th  Ward,  will  be  completed 
about  next  Spring.  It  will  be  an  edifice  highly  creditable  in  appearance. 
Wesley  Chapel,  on  Davenport  Avenue,  is  an  attractive  house  of  worship. 

A  new  Congregational  Society  has  been  formed  in  Newhallville,  and  St. 
Patrick’s  Church  (Catholic,)  has  purchased  a  handsome  abode  for  its  Sisters 
of  Mercy,  on  Franklin  street,  near  State. 

The  Center  Church  has  erected  a  fine  home  for  aged  women,  on  Wall  street  ' 
at  a  cost  of  $23,000. 

Yale  College  has  made  decided  steps  forward.  Farnam  Hall,  which  stands 
on  the  original  College  grounds,  near  College  street,  corner  of  Elm,  is  comple¬ 
ted  and  occupied  by  the  students  ;  and  Durfee  Hall,  which  stands  parallel  with 
Elm  street,  also  on  the  original  College  grounds,  is  completed  externally. 
Both  structures  are  an  honor  to  the  College,  and  in  keeping  with  its  name  and 
fame.  The  new  Theological  Seminary  of  Yale  is  occupied  ;  a  class  has  gradu¬ 
ated  within  its  imposing  walls,  and  an  elegant  Chapel  is  now  being  built  on 
Elm  street,  contiguous  to  it,  through  the  munificence  of  Frederick  Marquand, 
of  Southport.  It  will  be  completed  in  the  fall.  The  Seminary  has  now  a 
reference  library,  the  gift  of  Henry  Trowbridge,  of  this  city,  costing  $4000. 

Yale  has  added  to  its  able  corps  of  professors  the  Rev.  Samuel  Harris,  D.  D., 
late  President  of  Bowdoin  College,  who  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Dwight  Pro¬ 
fessorship  of  Didactic  Theology  in  the  Divinity  School.  Rev.  Dr.  Bacon  has 
been  appointed  to  and  accepted  the  Department  of  Church  Polity  and  Ameri¬ 
can  Church  History.  Henry  Ward  Beecher  has  been  added  to  the  list  of 
talent,  he  having  accepted  an  appointment  to  the  Lyman  Beecher  lectureship 
on  Preaching,  endowed  in  the  sum  of  $10,000  by  Henry  W.  Sage,  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York. 

It  has  just  been  decided  to  erect  a  new  Court  House  on  Church  street,  next 
to  the  elegant  City  Hall,  and  the  lot  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $45,000. 
It  will  contain  all  the  modern  conveniences  of  Court  buildings  and  will  cost 
over  $100,000. 

A  new  High  School  is  projected  to  be  built  on  Orange  street,  in  place  of 
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the  present  Lancasterian  School  structure,  and  $ioo,oco  has  been  voted  for 
its  erection  by  a  City  School  District  meeting.  It  will  be  one  of  the  finest  High 
School  buildings  in  the  country,  both  in  exterior  and  internal  arrangements. 

A  new  primary  school  building,  upon  a  unique,  attractive  and  excellent 
pattern,  has  been  erected  on  Edwards  street,  at  a  cost  of  $14,000,  and  a  similar 
one  is  now  erecting  in  Oak  street,  corner  of  Greenwood.  Ground  for  a 
new  school  building  has  also  been  purchased  in  Newhallville.  The  excellent 
Graded  School  of  Westville,  which  cost  $20,000,  was  dedicated  last  fall.  It 
is  an  honor  to  its  inhabitants. 

A  new  engine  house  has  been  built  in  the  7th  Ward  (Fair  Haven,)  of  the 
most  improved  style,  and  a  new  steamer,  named  the  John  H.  Leeds,  has  been 
bought  and  placed  in  it.  Fair  Haven  now,  for  the  first  time,  has  a  fire  steamer. 

The  railroad  from  New  Haven  to  Derby,  about  13  miles  in  length,  is  com¬ 
pleted  and  trains  have  commenced  to  run  over  it.  This  will  increase  New 
Haven’s  prosperity  materially. 

On  the  Air  Line  road  trains  are  running  to  Middletown,  and  vigorous  efforts 
are  being  made  to  secure  the  completion  of  the  road  to  Willimantic,  which 
done,  it  will  form  part  of  an  air  line  to  Boston. 

A  new  mammoth  Depot  is  projected  to  be  built  in  the  south-western  part  of 
the  city,  a  structure  which  will  compare  favorably  with  any  of  similar  character 
in  New  England. 

The  State  Street  Horse  Railroad  has  been  built  the  past  year,  and  is  in 
successful  operation.  This  road  connects  Cedar  Hill,  a  growing  locality,  and 
the  central  portion  of  the  city,  and  runs  through  a  thickly  settled  and  pros¬ 
perous  part  of  the  city.  Application  has  been  made  for  permission  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  road  up  Elm  and  Church  streets  to  Chapel. 

A  new  street  has  been  cut  through  from  Orange  to  Church,  (called  Center,) 
parallel  to,  and  but  a  few  hundred  feet  from  Chapel,  through  the  liberality  and 
public  spirit  of  Henry  White.  It  is  a  decided  improvement. 

George  Hoadley’s  splendid,  new  building,  iron  front,  corner  of  Church  and 
Crown  streets,  has  been  completed,  a  structure  vieing  with  those  of  the  me¬ 
tropolis.  In  it  is  located  the  new  firm,  to  New  Haven,  of  Lumb  &  Roddick, 
wholesale  and  retail  dry  goods  dealers,  whose  store  and  stock  remind  us  also 
of  metropolitan  emporiums. 

Edward  Malley  has  completed,  and  has  his  immense  dry  goods  business  in 
his  new  establishment  on  Chapel  street,  corner  of  Temple.  It  is  a  mam¬ 
moth  store  and  the  center  of  an  immense  trade.  On  the  opposite  corner,  for¬ 
merly  known  as  the  “  Street  Place,”  Mr.  Malley  has  erected  a  commodious 
brick  building,  the  lower  portion  to  be  used  for  stores. 

Wm.  A.  Clark,  of  Woudbridge,  is  erecting  a  three  story  brick  establishment 
in  Westville,  for  the  manufacture  of  extension  bits,  hollow  augurs,  and  similar 
goods.  The  Swift  &  Courtney  &  Beecher  Company,  Westville,  have  made 


a  large  extension  of  their  Parlor  Match  works.  This  firm  have  factories  in 
Westville,  Wilmington,  Del.,  and  Chicago.  The  Yale  Iron  Works,  (formerly 
the  M.  &  T.  Sault  Co.,)  have  extended  their  premises.  This  establishment 
has  gained  a  high  reputation  in  the  United  States  and  Canadas. 

The  New  Haven  Pipe  Works  have  large  new  shops  on  Nash  street,  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  city,  and  at  their  old  works,  on  State  street,  the  now 
famous  Frear  stone  is  being  manufactured. 

H.  H.  Snow  has  built  a  large  structurfi  in  which  he  now  manufactures  his 
famous  confectionery. 

Laundry  and  Dye  Works  buildings  are  now  being  erected,  near  Neck  Bridge, 
for  Forsyth  &  Fisher,  by  Atwater  Brothers. 

Atwater  Block,  a  large  structure  of  brick,  has  been  erected  at  the  junction 
of  Grand  and  St.  John  streets,  costing  $25,000,  and  is  now  filled  with  stores 
and  workshops. 

Elegant  private  residences  and  blocks  of  residences  have  been  erected, 
among  which  are  Henry  Farnam’s,  on  Hillhouse  Avenue  ;  Ex-Mayor  Fitch’s 
on  Church  street,  opposite  the  Public  Square ;  one  by  Edward  Downes  on 
Whalley  Avenue  ;  James  M.  Evarts  on  the  same  Avenue;  two  by  Nelson  C. 
Newgeon,  on  Punderson  street,  near  Whalley  Avenue,  and  one  on  Maple  st.  ; 
one  by  S.  B.  Jerome  on  Orchard  street,  near  Chapel ;  one  by  Richard  F.  Lyon 
on  Chapel  street,  near  Edward  Malley’s ;  L.  A.  Russell’s  on  Whalley  Avenue, 
near  Orchard  street,  and  one  by  W.  A.  Lincoln  on  same  Avenue  ;  a  fine  block 
by  the  Messrs.  Atwater  on  Trumbull  st. :  W.  J.  Atwater  has  transformed  the 
late  residence  of  C.  B  Lines,  on  Trumbull  st.,  into  a  fine  dwelling.  N.  C.  New¬ 
geon  and  others  have  erected  an  elegant  stone  front  block  on  Chapel  st.  opposite 
Wooster  Square  ;  Mr.  Newgeon  has  also  erected  a  very  fine  block  on  College 
street,  and  Dr.  Ward’s  new  block  on  the  same  street,  near  Crown,  and  A.  Holt 
has  erected  a  fine  block  of  stone-front  houses  on  Crown  street,  which  adds  much 
to  the  improvement  in  that  locality.  Edward  A.  Mitchell,  manufacturer,  has 
erected  a  beautiful  mansion  near  the  East  Haven  shore  of  the  harbor,  not  far 
from  the  elegant  residence  of  James  M.  Townsend,  and  B.  Shoninger,  the  me- 
lodeon,  organ  and  piano  manufacturer,  has  completed  a  neat  country  seat  in 
West  Haven,  on  the  sea  shore.  Jacob  Heller  is  erecting  a  large  block  to  be 
occupied  as  stores  and  tenements,  on  State  street,  near  Wall ;  P.  McKenna 
has  built  a  large  block  on  State  street,  corner  of  Franklin  ;  L.  H.  Freedman,  a 
block  on  Grand  street,  near  Jefferson  ;  the  fine  Collins  Block,  on  Chapel  street 
below  Union  has  been  recently  erected,  and  in  all  other  parts  of  the  city  new 
improvements  of  similar  character  are  manifest. 

Great  additions  have  been  made  to  our  large  manufacturing  interests.  The 
Winchester  Armory  buildings,  immense  structures, have  been  erected  in  the  past 
year  in  Newhallville,  at  which  three  hundred  operatives  find  employment,  and 
where  the  Winchester  Rifle  is  manufactured — an  arm  renowned  in  this  country 
and  in  Europe. 
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A  new  Rolling  Mill,  for  the  manufacture  of  bar  iron,  has  been  erected  in 
the  7  th  Ward,  not  far  from  the  shore  of  Mill  River,  which  will  give  employment 
to  a  large  number  of  persons.  It  is  a  decided  addition  to  the  manufacturing 
interests  of  the  city.  It  is  just  commencing  active  operations.  The  transfer 
of  the  New  Haven  Wire  Works,  to  the  premises  or  a  portion  of  them,  on  the 
East  Haven  side,  (Quinnipiac  River,)  lately  occupied  by  the  Chemical  Works, 
is  soon  to  be  accomplished.  The  Company  propose  to  get  additional  room  by 
building  upon  the  land. 

The  hive  of  manufactories  on  Whitney  Avenue  has  been  enlarged  by  the 
erection  of  more  large  factory  buildings. 

The  great  clock  works  havt  enlarged  their  premises. 

In  all  directions  New  Haven  is  extending.  New  dwellings  are  being  erected 
and  real  estate  is  advancing.  A  thorough  system  of  sewerage  is  under  contenr 
plation,  by  the  direction  of  Mayor  Lewis,  assisted  by  that  expert  in  sewerage, 
Mr.  Chesebrough,  of  Chicago,  and  other  city  improvements  are  being 
projected. 

An  important  feature,  during  the  last  publication  year,  is  the  annexation  of 
Fair  Haven,  (now  called  the  Seventh  Ward,)  to  New  Haven,  embodying  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  city  proper,  and  being  represented  in  the  city  government.  A  con¬ 
solidation  of  its  School  District  with  that  of  the  city  will,  ere  long  be  made. 

We  have  alluded  but  briefly  to  the  many  improvements  made  in  our  beauti¬ 
ful  and  prosperous  city,  since  our  last  issue.  Suffice  it  to  say,  (and  we  feel  a 
sense  of  pride  in  saying,)  that  New  Haven,  to-day,  will  vie  with  any  other  city 
of  its  size  and  population  in  the  Union.

ITS  EARLY  HISTORY. 


The  history  of  New  Haven  dates  back  to  the  earliest  colonial  records  of 
the  State.  In  the  fall  of  1637,  Mr.  Theophilus  Eaton,  afterwards  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  ancient  Colony  of  New  Haven,  in  company  with  others  re¬ 
cently  arrived  with  him  from  England,  made  a  journey  from  Boston 
to  Connecticut,  with  a  view  to  exploring  the  lands  and  harbors  along 
the  Sound,  and  arriving  at  this  place,  which  was  then  called  Quinni- 
piac,  and  determining  on  a  settlement  here,  erected  a  log  hut  on  what 
is  now  the  corner  of  Church  and  George  streets,  in  which  a  portion 
of  their  party  spent  the  winter.  Mr.  Eaton,  having  returned  to  Boston  for 
the  purpose  of  hastening  forward  his  company  of  emigrants  from  Eng¬ 
land,  set  sail  for  Qunnipiac  on  the  30th  of  March,  1638,  and  landed  at  this 
port  in  about  a  fortnight  from  that  time.  The  Rev.  John  Davenport,  a 
prominent  clergyman  from  London,  accompanied  the  settlers,  and  on  their 
first  Sabbath  in  New  Haven,  the  loth  of  April  of  that  year,  he  preached  a 
discourse  from  Matthew,  IV.  i.,  under  a  large  oak  tree  growing  at  that  time 
near  the  corner  of  George  and  College  streets.  The  first  buildings  erected  were 
situated  along  the  line  of  George  street  and  on  the  more  elevated  grounds 
opposite,  or  across  the  small  creek  which  then  ran  between  George  and 
Oak  streets,  and  which  at  that  time  was  large  enough  to  admit  of  small 
vessels  passing  up  it  for  some  distance. 

Among  the  first  acts  of  the  settlers,  or  planters,  as  they  called  themselves, 
was  to  form  a  perpetual  league  of  friendship  with  the  Indians,  and  peacea¬ 
bly  obtain  from  them  such  grants  of  land  as  might  be  needful  for  the  colony. 
A  treaty  was  accordingly  made  with  Momauguin,  the  sole  sachem  of  Quin- 
nipiac,  by  which  that  chief  ceded  all  his  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to 
all  the  land,  rivers,  ponds  and  trees  belonging  to  him,  with  all  the  liberties 
and  appurtenances,  unto  Theophilus  Eaton,  John  Davenport  and  others, 
their  heirs  and  assignees  forever,  they  covenanting  and  agreeing,  on  their 
part,  to  protect  him  and  his  people  from  other  Indian  tribes,  and  always 
allow  him  a  sufficient  tract  of  land  to  plant  on  and  occupy,  on  the  east  side 
of  the  harbor,  and  between  that  and  Saybrook.  The  sum  given  by  way  of 
“  free  and  thankful  retribution  ”  for  this  splendid  cession  by  the  old  sachem, 
was  twelve  coats  of  English  cloth,  as  many  spoons,  hatchets  and  hoes,  two 
dozen  knives,  a  dozen  porringers  and  four  cases  of  knives  and  scissors. 
This  purchase  was  made  in  November,  1638,  and  in  December  they  pur- 
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cliased  another  tract  of  land  of  Montowese,  lying  principally  to  the  north 
of  the  Quinnipiac  tract,  and  extending  ten  miles  north,  and  thirteen  miles 
east  and  west.  For  this  tract,  which  embraced  for  the  most  part  all  the 
old  towns  of  New  Haven,  Branford  and  Wallingford,  and  nearly  the  whole 
of  East  Haven,  Woodbridge,  Cheshire,  Hamden  and  North  Haven,  the  pur¬ 
chasers  paid  thirteen  coats  and  allowed  the  Indians  sufficient  ground  to 
plant,  and  the  liberty  to  hunt  within  the  limits  of  the  land  conveyed. 

In  the  summer  of  1639,  the  following  persons  constituted  all  the  freemen 
of  the  Court  of  New  Haven,  the  list  being  in  the  handwriting  of  Thomas 
Fugill,  one  of  the  first  principal  settlers  :

The  proceedings  of  the  Planters’  Assembly,  held  on  the  4th  day  of  June, 
1639,  when  they  met  in  Mr.  Newman’s  barn  “  to  consult  about  settling  civil 
government  according  to  God,”  are  in  the  hand  writing  of  the  same  Thomas 
Fugill,  although  Mr.  Robert  Newman  was  selected  to  act  as  the  scribe  of 
the  meeting.  Among  the  fundamental  principles  of  government  laid  down 
and  acted  upon  by  this  meeting,  was  the  declaration  that  “  the  scriptures 
do  hold  forth  a  perfect  rule  for  the  direction  and  government  of  all  men  in 
all  duties  which  they  are  to  perform  to  God  and  man,  as  well  as  in  the  gov. 
eminent  of  families  and  commonwealths,  as  in  matters  of  the  church.” 

At  this  general  meeting  there  was  a  “fundamental  agreement  ”  made  and 
entered  into,  by  which  all  the  free  planters  of  the  town  were  to  abide  and 
be  permanently  governed  thereafter.  It  was  stipulated  and  agreed,  that 
church  members  only  should  be  free  burgesses ;  that  they  alone  should 
choose  from  among  themselves  magistrates  and  officers  to  transact  public 
business,  or  the  “  public  civil  affairs  of  the  plantation  that  they  should 
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make  and  repeal  laws,  divide  inheritances,  decide  all  differences  that  might 
arise,  and  “generally  do  all  things  and  businesses  of  a  like  nature.”  It  was 
further  ordered  by  the  said  free  planters,  that  all  those  who  should  there¬ 
after  be  received  as  planters  into  the  plantation,  should  submit  to  the  “said 
fundamental  agreement,”  and  testify  the  same  by  subscribing  their  names 
under  the  names  of  the  “  aforesaid  planters.”  The  number  of  names  sub¬ 
scribed  to  this  “fundamental  agreement”  was  one  hundred  and  eleven, 
many  of  them  being  in  autographic  signature. 

Among  the  first  acts  of  the  planters  was  that  of  framing  and  administer¬ 
ing  a  “  freeman’s  charge,”  which  was  the  origin  of  the  “  Freeman’s  Oath,” 
as  now  administered  in  this  State ;  and,  it  is  not  a  little  remarkable  that  one  of 
the  most  striking  features  of  this  oath  is  derived,  almost  word  for  word,  from 
this  old  Freeman’s  charge,  still  preserved,  in  the  handwriting  of  Mr.  Francis 
Newman,  one  of  the  original  freemen  of  the  “  Courte  of  New  Haven.” 
The  clause  to  which  we  refer  is  this  :  “And  when  you  shall  be  duly  called 
to  give  your  vote  or  suffrage  in  any  election,  or  touching  any  other  matter 
which  concerneth  this  commonwealth,  you  shall  give  it  as  in  your  conscience 
you  shall  judge  may  conduce  to  the  best  good  of  the  same.” 

The  persons  appointed  as  the  officers  to  lay  the  foundation  work  of  the 
church  or  civil  government  according  to  God,  were  Mr.  Theophilus  Eaton, 
Mr.  John  Davenport,  Mr.  Robert  Newman,  Mr.  Matthew  Gilbert,  Mr.  Rich¬ 
ard  Malbon,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Turner,  Ezekiel  Chevers,  Thomas  Fugill.  John 
Punderson,  William  Andrews  and  Jeremiah  Dixon. 

On  the  25t,h  of  October  following,  a  meeting  of  the  Court  was  held,  there 
being  only  seven  of  the  magistrates,  or  “foundation  of  the  church,’’ as  they 
were  called,  present,  when,  “  after  solemn  prayer  unto  God,”  the  civil 
magistracy  proceeded  to  revolutionize  or  undo  the  action  of  the  4th  of  June 
by  declaring  as  follows  : 

“  First :  All  former  power  of  trust  for  managing  any  public  affairs  in  this, 
plantation,  into  whose  hands  soever  formerly  committed,  is  now  abrogated 
and  from  henceforward  utterly  to  cease.” 

Eight  more  persons  were  thereupon  admitted  to  the  Court,  when  they 
proceeded  to  elect  a  magistrate  aud  four  deputies  to  assist  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  public  affairs.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Davenport  having  first  opened  the 
scriptures  and  read  from  Deut.  i.,  13,  and  Exod.  xviii,  21,  wherein  a  magis¬ 
trate  according  to  God’s  mind  is  described,  Mr.  Theophilus  Eaton  having 
been  found  “  fitly  qualified  for  that  office  according  to  description,”  as  read 
from  the  two  Bible  texts,  was,  by  full  consent,  chosen  magistrate,  and  Mr. 
Robert  Newman,  Mr.  Matthew  Gilbert,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Turner  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Fugill,  were  chosen  deputies,  the  duties  of  the  latter  being  to  assist 
the  magistrate  in  all  Courts  called  by  him  to  consider  the  affairs  of  the  plan¬ 
tation,  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Thomas  Fugill  was  chosen  the  public 
notary  to  attend  the  Court,  from  time  to  time,  and  keep  a  faithful  record  of 
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Jill  the  business  transactions  of  the  same.  Robert  Seeley  was  selected  as 
Marshal,  whose  duty  it  was  to  warn  the  Court  according  to  the  direction  of 
the  magistrate,  to  serve  and  execute  warrants,  to  attend  the  court  when  in 
session,  and  be  ready  to  execute  in  person,  or  by  his  deputy,  the  proper 
sentences  and  orders  of  the  Court. 

It  teas  further  provided ,  That  there  should  be  an  annual  choice  of  all 
officers  of  the  plantation  at  the  General  Court  held  the  first  week  in 
October,  and  that  “  the  Word  of  God  should  he  the  only  rule  to  be 
attended  unto  in  ordering  the  affairs  of  government  in  this  plantation.” 
The  meetings  of  this  General  Court  were  held  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  people  required,  both  for  the  annual  choice  of  officers  and 
the  transaction  of  other  business,  until  the  27th  day  of  October,  1643,  when 
the  Colony  plantations  of  New  Haven,  Milford,  Guilford  and  Stamford, 
were  confederated  under  a  general  jurisdiction,  and  Theophilus  Eaton  was 
chosen  Governor  and  Stephen  Goodyear  Deputy  Governor  of  the  Colony. 
Both  of  these  gentlemen,  as  will  be  seen,  belonged  to  the  New  Haven 
plantation,  and  were  among  the  wealthiest  of  those  settling  here  at  the 
time.

NEW  HAVEN  IN  THE  CONFEDERATION  OF  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  COLONIES. 

Immediately  connected  with  the  history  of  New  Haven  and  its  plantation 
colony,  were  the  steps  taken  for  the  formation  of  a  general  confederation 
of  all  the  New  England  colonies,  which  took  place  in  1643,  the  New  Haven 
colony  subscribing  to  the  articles  of  confederation  on  the  19th  day  of 
May,  of  that  year.  These  articles  are  entitled,  “Articles  of  Confederation 
betwixt  the  plantations  under  the  government  of  the  Massachusetts,  the 
plantations  under  the  government  of  the  Plymouth ,  the  plantations  under 
the  government  of  the  Connecticut,  and  the  government  of  the  New  Haven, 
with  the  plantations  in  combination  therewith.”  The  style  of  the  confed¬ 
eration  agreed  and  concluded  upon,  was  The  United  Colonies  of  New  Eny- 
land,  under  which  title  they  were  to  be  known  and  treated  as  one,  according 
to  the  tenor  and  meaning  of  the  articles  subscribed  to  by  them.  By  virtue 


of  these  articles  they  entered  into  a  “  firm  and  perpetual  league  of  friendship 
and  amity,  for  offence  and  defence,  mutual  advice  and  succor,  upon  all  just 
occasions,  both  for  preserving  and  propagating  the  truth  and  liberties  of  the 
Gospel,  and  for  their  own  mutual  safety  and  welfare.”  Each  of  the  colonies 
was  to  retain  its  own  seperate  jurisdiction  in  all  respects  peculiar  to  it¬ 
self,  and  manage  its  own  internal  affairs,  and  no  two  of  the  confederate 
jurisdictions  were  to  unite  or  join .  in  one  jurisdiction  without  the 
consent  of  the  rest.  It  was  expressly  stipulated  and  covenanted  in  these 
Articles  of  Confederation,  that  in  all  matters  reserved  to  the  colonies 
separately,  there  should  be  no  intermeddling  by  the  confederation,  but  that 
the  jurisdiction  of  all  such  matters  should  be  reserved  entirely  to  them¬ 
selves.  For  the  proper  management  and  government  of  the  affairs  of  this 
confederation,  each  of  the  four  jurisdictions  were  to  choose  two  commission¬ 
ers  with  “full  power  from  their  several  General  Courts  respectively,  to 
hear,'  examine,  weigh,  and  determine  all  affairs  of  war  or  peace,  leagues, 
aids,  and  numbers  of  men  for  war,  division  of  spoils,  or  whatsoever  is  got¬ 
ten  by  conquest,  *  *  *  and  all  things  of  a  like  nature,  which  are  the 

proper  concomitants  or  consequences  of  such  a  confederation,  for  amity, 
offence  and  defence,  not  intermeddling  with  the  government  of  any  of  the 
jurisdictions,  which  by  the  third  article,  is  preserved  entirely  to  them¬ 
selves.”  It  will  be  noticed  how  early  this  principle  of  independent  local 
self-government  was  struck  out  by  the  colonies,  in  their  fundamental  agree¬ 
ments,  and  how  cautiously  it  was  guarded  in  this  first  constitutional  com- 
pact  entered  into  by  the  Colonies  of  New  England. 

These  eight  commissioners,  or  any  six  of  them,  were  clothed  with  power 
to  choose  a  President  of  the  United  Colonies ;  and  the  first  meeting  after 
that  of  concluding  and  ratifying  the  articles  of  confederation,  was  to  be 
held  in  Boston,  the  second  in  Hartford,  the  third  at  Plymouth,  and  the 
fourth  in  New  Haven;  and  so  in  course  successively,  unless,  in  the  mean¬ 
time,  some  more  convenient  place  should  be  found  out  and  agreed  on  for  the 
accomodation  of  all  the  jurisdictions.  Among  the  more  remarkable  fea¬ 
tures  of  this  fundamental  compact  or  inter-colonial  agreement,  is  one  that 
provides  “  that  if  any  servant  runs  away  from  his  master  into  any  other  of 
these  confederate  jurisdictions,  that  in  such  case,  upon  the  certificate  of  one 
magistrate  in  the  jurisdiction,  out  of  which  the  said  servant  fled,  or  upon 
other  due  proof,  the  said  servant  shall  be  delivered  either  to  his  master,  or 
any  other  that  pursues,  and  brings  such  certificate  or  proof.”  This  provis¬ 
ion  of  1643  related,  of  course,  to  white  servants,  bound  to  service  or  labor; 
but  on  the  introduction  of  colored  servants  into  the  colonies,  they  came  un¬ 
der  the  provisions  of  the  compact  and  were  delivered  on  the  certificate  of  a 
single  magistrate,  without  any  question  or  even  thought  of  moral  turpi¬ 
tude  entering  into  the  act  of  rendition.  This  fact  is  interesting  only  as  a 
historical  feature  of  our  institutions,  taking  their  early  rise  and  complexion 
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in  the  New  England  Colonies.  The  political  student  of  history  will  find 
these  articles  of  compact  and  confederation  of  no  small  interest,  and  will  be 
forcibly  struck  by  their  provisions  in  very  many  particulars,  especially  in 
the  one  striking  feature  that  guards  the  separate  plantations  from  all  inter¬ 
ference  or  “intermeddling,”  as  named  in  the  compact,  by  one  jurisdiction 
with  another.  Another  singularly  striking  feature  of  the  compact  is  its 
guarded  exclusion  of  all  reference  to  the  authority  of  the  British  Crown, 
and  the  recognition  therein  of  their  right  to  form  a  united  government,  or 
nation,  for  their  own  mutual  safety  and  welfare.  It  shows  how  deeply  im¬ 
bued  were  the  first  settlers  in  New  England  with  the  spirit  of  liberty  ;  how 
they  had  drank  in  the  doctrines  of  Milton  and  Bacon,  and  were  prepared 
for  the  lessons  of  Sidney,  Fairfax,  and  Hampden.  The  royal  tragedy  of 
1648  was  near  at  hand,  when  Charles  was  brought  to  the  block  by  the  very 
men  whom  he  had  forcibly  prevented  from  emigrating  to  America.  The 
puritanical  fever  raged  even  with  greater  heat  in  the  colonies  than  where 
the  foundations  of  royalty  were  toppling  to  their  bloody  overthrow  in  the 
mother  country ;  and  the  English  throne  was  too  pitiable  an  object,  if  not 
too  odious  a  one,  to  be  named  in  a  compact  of  union,  springing  from  the 
free  doctrines  of  the  pilgrim  fathers.  The  elements  were  at  work  which 
were  silently,  but  effectually  to  demolish  the  time-honored  institutions  of 
royalty  in  this  country,  or  so  undermine  them  that  the  first  breath  of  a  uni¬ 
versal  popular  disfavor  would  send  them  with  a  crash  to  the  earth.  Driven 
by  religious  persecutions  into  the  boundless  solitudes  of  a  new  country, 
their  situation  was  every  way  favorable  to  the  growth  of  those  germs  of 
liberty  which  were  planted  by  kindly  hands  in  the  fatherland.  Religious 
toleration,  and  the  sacred  rights  of  conscience,  demanded  by  Coddington, 
Williams,  Lord  Baltimore,  and  Penn,  were  taking  seed  in  the  doctrines  of 
political  equality,  everywhere  springing  up  under  the  untrammeled  freedom 
of  nature  here  enjoyed.  Regal  pomp,  the  sunny  pageantry  of  couris,  and 
the  glitter  and  show  of  rank  and  title,  were  giving  way  before  the  ascen¬ 
dancy  of  principle,  especially  that  long  struggling  one  which  was  finally  to 
take  its  place  in  the  center  of  the  Americau  system,  dispensing  life  and 
warmth  wherever  its  influence  should  reach.  This  principle  was  the  sover¬ 
eignty  of  the  people  at  large-,  as  contradistinguished  from  the  sovereignty  of 
some  favored  family  or  class  in  particular.  In  the  first  written  constitution 
of  America,  a  hundred  and  thirty-three  years  before  the  Revolution,  the  pil¬ 
grim  fathers  gave  efficacy  to  this  principle,  and  virtually  recognized  it,  as 
the  source  ot  legal  obedience. 

THE  COLONY  PLANTATION. 

Under  the  Colony  Plantation  were  established  not  only  plantation  courts 
and  courts  of  magistrates,  but  a  general  court  for  the  whole  jurisdiction- 
The  general  court  was  to  consist  <  f  the  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  and  all 


the  magistrates  of  the  confederated  jurisdiction,  including  deputies  chosen 
from  time  to  time,  against  the  approach  of  the  general  court,  by  the  free 
burgesses  of  the  several  plantations.  All  the  magistrates  of  the  juri-dic- 
tion  were  required  to  meet  twice  a  year  at  New  Haven,  where  the  sittings 
of  the  Ge  leral  Court  were  held.  This  system  of  government  continued, 
with  an  annual  choice  of  officers,  until  the  year  1665,  when  the  colony  of 
New  Haven  was  united  with  that  of  Connecticut,  on  a  more  liberal  basis  of 
government  than  had  before  been  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  New 
Haven  Colony.  The  united  colony  was  divided  into  four  counties,  and  the 
first  county  court  was  established  in  New  I  Liven,  in  October,  1665.  The 
laws  of  the  New  Haven  colony  were  set  aside,  and  those  of  the  Connecticut 
colony  accepted  in  their  stead.  This  liberal  change  called  forth  some  oppo- 
siti  n  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davenport  and  members  of  his  congregation,  who 
strenuously  advocated  the  exclusive  right  of  church  members  to  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  freemen.  But  this  exclusiveness  was  manifestly  distasteful  to  a 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  two  colonies  at  the  time,  for  it  was  agreed  on 
the  part  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  that  they  would  bury  their  laws  “in 
perpetual  oblivion,  never  to  be  called  to  account  ”  thereafter.  This  union 
was  unquestionably  advantageous  to  both  colonies,  contributing  largely  to 
their  strength,  peace,  prosperity,  and  security  from  the  Indian  tribes,  as  well 
as  against  border  encroachments.  It  enlarged  the  area  of  political  freedom, 
as,  by  the  laws  of  the  Connecticut  Colony,  all  orderly  persons,  possessing  a 
freehold  to  a  certain  amount,  might  be  made  freemen,  and  share  in  the  du¬ 
ties  and  responsibilities  of  government.  At  the  first  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  held  in  Hartford,  in  April,  1665,  Mr.  John  Cooper  and  James 
Bishop  were  the  deputies  chosen  from  New  Haven. 

the  city  of  new  haven.. 

The  City  of  New  Haven,  or  the  settled  portion  of  the  town,  was  origi¬ 
nally  laid  out  in  a  plat  half  a  mile  square,  which  area  was  divided  into  nine 
other  squares  by  streets  or  highways  running  at  right  angles  between  them, 
The  oldest  map  now  extant  of  the  city,  as  thus  laid  out,  was  drawn  by  Mr. 
Joseph  T.  Brown  in  the  year  1724.  These  nine  original  squares  are  repre-. 
sented  upon  this  map  without  any  subdivision  by  streets  into  smaller 
squares,  such  as  were  subsequently  made,  and  the  whole  was  inclosed  by 
State,  George,  York  and  Grove  streets,  and  subdivided  by  Chapel,  Elm, 
College  and  Church  streets.  The  entire  number  of  buildings  represented 
on  the  map,  independently  of  a  single  college  edifice  and  the  church  and 
school  house  on  the  center  square,  did  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty. 
Among  the  prominent  New  Haven  familes  whose  names  are  indica¬ 
ted  on  this  map,  are  to  be  found,  English,  Trowbridge,  Bradley,  Atwater, 
Thompson,  Tuttle,  Brown,  Mansfield,  Sherman,  Tahnadge,  White,  Beecher, 
Dawson,  Munson,  Gorham,  Thomas,  Todd,  Jones,  Collins,  Nott,  and  some 
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others,  the  Bradley  family  being  numerically  in  the  ascendant.  All  east  of 
the  line  of  where  the  railroad  now  runs,  except  a  portion  of  Union  street,  is 
represented  on  the  map  as  an  open  field,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
residences  in  the  lower  part  of  Union  street,  between  Chapel  and  the  water, 
and  eleven  or  twelve  dwelling  bouses  along  the  line  of  the  harbor  on  East 
Water  street,  there  were  no  other  residences  east  of  State  street.  Fleet 
street  .then  led  down  to  what  is  indicated  as  “  a  little  wharf”  on  the  map  ; 
running  out  from  the  corner  of  State  and  Grove  streets,  was  “Neck 
Lane”  ;  Elm  street  to  the  east  of  State  was  terminated  by  “  Paine’s  Gate,” 
leading  into  the  open  field  ;  Chapel  and  George  streets  were  each  terminated 
at  the  same  point  by  a  bridge  over  a  marsh ;  from  the  corner  of  Church  and 
Grove,  ran  “  Mill  Lane  ”  to  the  north  ;  the  only  avenue  leading  out  of  the 
city  to  the  west,  was  a  continuation  of  Elm  street  towards  YVestville  ; 
“  West  Lane,’’  so  called,  branched  off  from  near  the  corner  of  College  and 
George  streets,  running  in  a  westerly  direction;  Meadow  street  ran  down 
to  the  flats,  and  boasted  seven  residences,  two  of  which  were  occupied  by 
the  Trowbridges,  and  ail  beyond  this  was  embraced  in  the  nine  squares  into 
which  the  settled  portion  of  the  town  was  divided,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  residences  opposite  on  the  rising  ground  from  George  street,  and  others 
along  the  line  of  ••  West  Lane.”  These  nine  squares  have  since  been  sub¬ 
divided  by  High,  Temple  and  Orange  streets,  running  northerly  and  south¬ 
erly,  and  by  Crown,  Court  and  Wall  streets  running  easterly  and  westerly, 
with  here  and  there  a  lane  to  break  the  monotony  of  the  general  division. 

In  1748,  Gen.  Wadsworth,  of  Durham,  drew  a  map  of  the  town  on  a 
larger  scale  than  the  one  we  have  described,  giving  the  location  and  names 
of  the  families  resident  in  the  place,  and  adding  their  several  pursuits,  occu¬ 
pations  and  professions.  The  list  of  residents  had  very  considerably  in¬ 
creased  during  the  twenty-four  years  that  had  intervened,  and,  what  is  not 
a  little  remarkable,  there  are  but  few  names  which  are  not  more  or  less 
prominently  represented  by  lineal  descent  or  otherwise,  at  the  present  time. 
Among  these  additional  names  are  Austin,  Allen  and  Ailing,  Andrews, 
Bishop,  Blakeslee,  Ball,  Crawford,  Chatterton,  Chidsey,  Cook,  Cooper,  Cur¬ 
tiss,  Dickerman,  Day,  Darling,  Doolittle,  Eliott,  Ford,  Greeuough,  Hotch¬ 
kiss,  Howell,  Hubbard,  Hitchcock,  Holt,  Hall,  Ingersoll,  Johnson,  Kimberly, 
Lyon,  Mix,  Miles,  Nevins,  Noyes,  Osborn,  Potter,  Punderson,  Parmalee, 
Pro nt,  Peck,  Perkins,  Pierpont,  Rowe,  Russell,  Sabin,  Sackett,  Scott,  Smith 
Thomas,  Townsend,  Thorp,  Wilmot,  Wooster,  Whitney,  and  others. 

New  Haven  continued  to  increase  in  population  and  wealth,  opening,  at  a 
very  early  day  in  her  history,  a  small  but  successful  trade  with  Bavbadoes 
and  the  West  India  Islands,  which  has  been  continued  to  our  own  time,  add¬ 
ing  largely  to  our  material  prosperity  as  a  city,  and  the  commercial  charac¬ 
ter  and  influence  of  our  people.  As  the  second  seat  of  learning  in  New 
England,  in  point  of  collegiate  foundation,  our  city  acquired  no  small  im¬ 


portance  in  its  early  history,  and  reaped  many  advantages  that  would  not 
otherwise  have  accrued  to  it.  As  we  shall  speak  of  this  institution  under 
another  head,  and  of  the  churches  and  schools  of  the  city,-  in  their  proper 
place,  we  shall  pass  rapidly  on  with  the  history  of  the  city  proper  to  the 
time  its  first  charter  was  granted  in  1784,  when  its  population  had  reached 
something  under  four  thousand.  Of  its  historical  incidents,  many  of  which 
are  as  noteworthy  as  they  were  thrilling  in  revolutionary  interest  at  the 
time,  and  of  the  many  distinguished  names  it  has  added  to  those  of  Ameri¬ 
can  note,  it  is  not  our  purpose  here  to  speak,  except  as  incidentally  con¬ 
nected  with  the  subjects  of  which  a  work  of  this  kind  may  more  properly 
treat. 

The  first  city  charter  was  granted  in  1784,  and  six  years  later,  in  1790. 
when  the  first  general  census  of  the  United  States  was  taken,  its  population 
had  reached  4,448.  This  was  about  as  1  to  54  of  the  entire  population  of 
the  State  at  that  time,  and  the  following  table,  showing  the  relative  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  city  and  State,  in  the  several  decades  of  its  history  from  1790  to 
1870,  will  show  how  rapidly  and  steadily  that  ratio  has  increased,  until  the 
city  now  comprises  nearly  one-tenth  of  the  entire  population  of  the  State.

The  Hon.  Roger  Sherman,  a  name  distinguished  in  the  annals  of  Ameri¬ 
can  history,  was  chosen  the  first  mayor  of  the  city,  serving  in  that  capacity 
from  Feb.  10th,  1784,  until  Aug.  18,  1793,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  the 
Hon.  Samuel  Bishop,  who  continued  in  the  mayoralty  for  the  term  of  ten 
years  and  upward.

THE  MANUFACTURING,  COMMERCIAL,  AND  BUSINESS  GROWTH  OF  NEW  HAVEN. 

In  giving  the  progress  of  onr  city  in  its  manufacturing,  commercial,  and 
general  business  interests,  we  would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  the  per¬ 
manent  elements  of  its  prosperity  lie  in  the  industrial  energies  of  its  people, 
and  that  these  have  been  augmented,  or  stimulated  into  activity,  by  the 
facilities  which  capital  has  extended  to  labor  in  the  last  thirty  years  of  our 
history.  To  show  how  entirely  true  is  this  statement,  we  call  the  attention 
of  the  reader  to  the

We  have  carefully  prepared  the  foregoing  table,,  exhibiting  the  grand  list 
of  New  Haven  from  1836  to  1870,  in  order  that  the  reader  may  see  at  a 
glance  the  progress  our  city  has  made,  in  its  commercial  and  manufacturing; 
interests,  in  the  last  three  or  four  decades  of  its  history.  Figures  are  inval¬ 
uable  symbols  in  this  respect,  and  often  present  a  volume  of  history  in  a 
small  compass  and  in  a  remarkably  concise  and  epigrammatic  form.  The  leap 
that  a  city  may  make  in  material  advancement  in  a  single  year,  is,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  other  periods  of  its  growth,  an  extended  chapter  of  history, 
teeming  with  philosophic  suggestion  and  invaluable  truth.  In  glancing 
down  the  column  of  these  figures,  they  tell  the  story  of  our  material  growth 
and  prosperity,  and  exhibit  the  true  secret  of  our  activities,  as  indubitably 
as  if  they  were  extended  into  volumes  of  speciality  and  detail.  Audit  is  to 
the  enterprising  young  men  of  New  Haven — those  who  are  now  actively 
entering  upon  promising  business  careers  in  the  city — that  we  commend 
their  study,  and  briefly  note  what  is  actually  indicated  by  them. 

It  will  be  seen  that  for  the  whole  decade  preceding  .1846,  onr  city  remained 
almost  entirely  stationary  in  its  material  growth.  It  seemed  to  have  reached 
a  point  beyond  which  advancement  was  slow,  and  of  difficult  attainment. 
From  that  time  up  to  1848-9,  our  material  interests  seemed  to  feel,  for  the  first 
time  in  many  decades,  a  new  thrill  of  excitement,  and  an  electric  influence 
ran  through  our  streets  and  along  the  avenues  of  business  and  trade,  which 
gave  an  unexampled  impetus  to  all  the  activities  which  diversified  labor  and 
ingenuity  demand.  That  wonderful  Titan,  Steam,  with  more  than  Briarean 
arms,  appears  for  the  first  time  in  our  history,  upon  the  iron  tramways  lead¬ 
ing  to  and  from  our  city,  and  his  appearance  at  once  stimulates  the  work¬ 
shops  and  marts  of  trade,  imparting  greater  and  more  multifarious  forms  of 
value  to  industry  and  labor,  and  increasing  the  aggregate  wealth  of  the  city 
beyond  what  the  most  fertile  mind  could  have  guessed  as  among  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  so  immediate  a  future  as  was  then  pressing  upon  us.  It  will  be 
seen  by  referring  to  the  figures  as  tabulated  above,  that  the  grand  list  of  the 
city ,  representing  the  aggregate  wealth  of  our  people  or  its  accumulated 
industries,  begins,  from  about  1848-9,  to  leap  up  by  millions  annually,  until, 
within  the  two  decades  that  follow,  it  has  increased  nearly  nine  fold  over  the 
almost  stationary  decades  preceding  the  introduction  of  steam  and  the  iron 
rail  as  agents  of  locomotion.  In  1841  our  grand  list  hardly  exceeded  fi  ve 
millions  of  dollars,  with  scarcely  a  perceptible  advancement  over  1831, 
while,  in  1851,  it  is  nearly  three-fold  greater  than  in  1841,  and  in  1871 
amounts  to  over  forty-six  and  a  half  millions,  with  a  corresponding  increase 
in  population,  which  always  bears  its  proper  relation  to  the  aggregate  wealth 
of  a  given  locality.  The  Protean  wand  of  industry  which  has  been  waved 
over  onr  city  by  the  band  of  Art,  is  clearly  indicated  by  the  figures  in  this 
table;  and  yet,  strange  enough  to  say,  we  have  those  in  our  city  who  still 
persist  that  railroads  do  not  bring  trade  to  our  doors,  but  only  divert  it  to 
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other  and  more  favored  localities  !  How  much  greater  might  have  been  the 
growth  of  our  city  had  a  wiser  and  more  far-reaching  policy  been  pursued 
by  our  people  in  favoring  the  projects  of  past  years,  for  malting  New  Haven, 
the  pivotal  point  in  the  State  of  all  these  grand  enterprises !  Where  we 
have  spent  hundreds  in  the  construction  of  railroads,  we  have  got  back 
thousands,  and  where  we  have  spent  thousands  we  have  had  a  return  of 
millions.  The  New  York  and  New  Haven  road,  the  Hartford  and  Spring- 
field,  the  Northampton,  the  Shore  Line,  the  Middletown  and  Willimantic, 
and  even  the  unfortunate  Derby,  are  all  so  many  great  feeding  arteries  to  the 
vital  sj^stem  of  labor  and  trade  among  us,  and  are  annually  bringing  to  us 
an  aggregate  of  wealth  and  industrial  energy,  more  than  sufficient  to  meet 
all  the  liabilities  we  have  incurred  or  are  likely  to  incur,  in  forwarding  these 
important  public  enterprises.  To  withhold  such  facilities  as  these  from  the 
labor  and  industry  of  a  people,  is  to  stifle  their  growth  in  material  prosperity, 
while  to  extend  them  is  to  quicken  their  energies  into  new  life  and  activity, 
and  thereby  impart  the  greatest  blessings  that  can  accrue  to  civilized  society. 

The  manufacturing  interests  of  New  Haven  commenced  their  first  marked 
advancement,  or  rapid  upward  movement,  about  the  year  1848.  It  was 
during  that  year  that  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  railroad  was  com¬ 
pleted,  and  commenced  to  run  its  cars  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
and  freight.  The  Canal  road  was  opened  the  same  year,  and  operated  its 
cars  as  far  as  Plainville.  The  Hartford  road  had  been  running  from  1840-41, 
but  it  brought  no  trade  from  that  city,  and,  for  reasons  that  were  apparent, 
gave  but  little  stimulus  either  to  our  local  industry  or  commercial  trade. 
Although  originally  a  New  Haven  enterprise,  it  soon  passed  into  the  hands 
of  the  capitalists  of  our  rival  city,  and  was  afterwards  run  in  the  interests 
of  that  place  rather  than  New  Haven.  In  1850,  the  Canal  road  was  com¬ 
pleted  to  Collinsville,  and  two  years  after,  the  Shore  Line  road  was  in  ope¬ 
ration  between  here  and  New  London.  About  the  same  time  an  effort  was 
made  to  bring. the  Naugatuck  Valley  road  to  New  Haven,  but  the  memories 
of  the  old  Farmington  Canal  were  too  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  heavier  cap¬ 
italists  and  property  holders  of  the  city,  to  induce  them  to  invest  even  the 
small  pittance  then  asked  for  the  ample  returns  which  this  important  road 
most  indubitably  promised.  The  amount  asked  was  considerably  less 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  yet,  that  road,  by  terminating  in 
Bridgeport,  has  added  to  the  wealth  of  that  city  more  than  fifty  times  the. 
sum  asked  of  us  in  consideration  of  its  termination  here.  The  subscription 
by  the  city  of  §100,000,  in  1829,  to  the  Famington  Canal  Company,  was  the 
most  unfortunate  one  in  its  effect  ever  made  by  an  incorporated  city.  Had 
ten  or  even  twenty  times  that  amount  been  pilfered  from  the  city  treasury, 
destroyed  by  fire,  sunk  in  the  sound,  or  squandered  on  a  mere  Utopian  en¬ 
terprise,  it  would  not  have  been  half  the  detriment  to  the  city  that  this  un¬ 
fortunate  investment  has  proved  in  effect  to  be.  The  New  Haven  and 


Northampton  Company  succeeded,  however,  the  old  Farmington  Company, 
and  their  fine  railroad,  in  part  the  result  of  the  old  city  subscription  of  1829, 
is  now  annually  pouring  into  the  lap  of  New  Haven,  ten  times  the  value  of 
that  subscription  in  interest  to  the  city . 

It  is  true  that,  prior  to  1848,  the  business  of  manufacturing  carriages  had 
been  somewhat  extensively  carried  on  in  New  Haven,  but  the  grand  list 
shows  that  the  great  impetus  which  this  and  other  branches  of  manufacture 
received,  commenced  about  that  time.  As  early  as  1832,  the  late  Mr.  James 
Brewster  built  a  large  brick  carriage  manufactory,  at  the  foot  of  Wooster 
street,  where  he  prosecuted  the  business  on  a  very  considerable  scale. 
Other  parties  were  engaged  in  the  same  business,  so  that  as  early  as  1836 
our  city  began  to  acquire,  especially  throughout  the  southern  and  western 
states,  a  reputation  for  manufacturing  very  superior  carriages  But  the 
amount  of  capital  then  invested  in  this  branch  of  business  was  compara¬ 
tively  small,  and,  with  a  single  other  branch  of  industry,  constituted  the 
main  manufacturing  interest  of  New  Haven 

But  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city  since  1848,  is  due  to  the  springing  up  of 
a  great  variety  of  manufacturing  establishments,  and  several  large  ones 
have  been  moved  from  other  parts  of  the  state  to  New  Haven,  that  their 
owners  might  avail  themselves  of  water  carriage  to  and  from  New  York, 
where  their  principal  depots  of  trade  are  located.  Few  of  our  own  citizens 
are  even  now  aware  of  the  extent  and  magnitude  of  the  manufacturing  in¬ 
terests  of  the  city.  The  fourth  and  fifth  wards  take  the  lead  in  manufac¬ 
tures,  and  there  is  to-day,  over  seven  million  dollars  invested  in  different 
manufacturing  branches  in  these  two  wards  alone.  We  mean  to  designate 
by  the  term  manufactures,  the  changes  or  modifications  effected  by  art  and 
industry  in  the  form  or  substance  of  material  articles,  for  the  purpose  of 
rendering  them  capable  of  gratifying  some  want  or  desire  of  man.  They 
are  all  engaged  in  effecting  some  change  in  the  raw  material,  either  by  hand 
or  machinery,  with  a  view  to  the  least  expenditure  of  labor,  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  least  cost  to  the  purchaser  or  consumer. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  population  of  the  several  Wards,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  census  of  1870,  the  number  of  manufacturing  establishments 
in  each,  and  the  amount  of  capital  invested  therein  :

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It  would  far  exceed  our  limits  to  attempt  to  enter  into  any  details  with 
respect  to  the  different  departments  of  manufacturing  industry  in  the  city. 
It  would  require  all  the  space  we  can  give  to  this  introductory  article,  to 
describe  in  detail  either  the  establishment  of  Mallory,  Wheeler  &  Co. ;  Sar- 
geant  &  Co. ;  Lawrence,  Bradley  &  Pardee,  or  the  Winchester  Repeating 
Fire  Arms  Co.  These  are  among  our  largest  establishments,  and  even  the 
variety  and  extent  of  the  work  severally  done  by  them  would  exceed  our 
limits  to  enumerate.  The  following  articles  are  among  the  thousand  and 
one  others  manufactured  in  the  city  :  carriages,  steam  engines,  fire  arms,  re¬ 
peating  fire  arms,  steam  heaters,  railroad  engines  and  cars,  railroad  rolling 
stock  of  all  descriptions,  clocks,  rubber  goods,  malleable  iron  and  malleable 
iron  articles  of  all  kinds,  saddlery  and  saddlery  ware,  gas,  water  and  sew¬ 
erage  pipes,  all  kinds  of  hardware,  tools  and  implements,  silver  plated  ware, 
brushes,  needles,  hooks  and  eyes,  fish  hooks,  locks,  bolts,  screws,  screw  cap¬ 
pings,  nuts,  brass  cocks  and  plumbers’  material,  carriage  trimmings,  sash  and 
door  blinds,  chairs,  folding  chairs,  furniture,  shirts,  corsets,  ladies’ trimmings, 
boots  and  shoes,  rubber  do.,  pianos,  melodc'ons,  paper,  paper  boxes,  kegs, 
barrels,  machinist  tools  of  all  kinds,  saws,  files,  lathes,  planers,  agricultural 
implements,  carriage  wheels,  carriage  parts,  rail  way  frogs,  stone  crushers, 
water  meters,  water  hydrants,  photograph  cases  and  frames,  matches,  brass 
and  iron  castings  of  every  possible  description,  and  thousands  of  other  ar¬ 
ticles  which  it  would  be  needless  to  mention.  In  fact,  in  one  establishment 
alone  iu  the  city,  employing  nearly  a  thousand  hands,  over  five  thousand 
different  articles  are  manufactured  out  of  brass,  iron,  and  other  metals,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  vast  variety  of  wood  work  required  to  meet  the  demands 
of  this  and  other  similar  establishments  working  in  metal  in  the  city. 

There  are  twenty  seven  manufacturing  establishments  in  the  city,  with  a 
capital  stock  ranging  from  one  hundred  thousand  to  half  a  million  of  dol¬ 
lars,  and  sixty  others  with  a  capital  stock  of  from  twenty-five  to  one  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  dollars.  Among  the  more  prominent  advantages  of  New 
Haven,  or  circumstances  conducive  to  the  progress  of  manufactures  among 
us,  are  the  readiness  and  cheapness  with  which  the  raw  material  to  be  man¬ 
ufactured  can  be  obtained,  owing  to  the  advantageous  situation  of  our  city 
for  the  purposes  of  commerce,  whereby  a  command  of  supplies  can  he 
reached  with  promptness  and  by  cheap  freights,  and  the  ready  transporta¬ 
tion  of  manufactured  articles  to  the  central  depots  of  trade  can  be  effected. 
Had  we  occupied  a  more  central  or  internal  situation  in  the  state,  our  facil¬ 
ities  for  dealing  with  the  principal  marts  of  trade  would  have  been  by  no 
means  as  great,  and  our  progress  comparatively  slow ;  but  being  on  the 
great  line  of  thoroughfare  leading  to  the  first  commercial  metropolis  of  the 
country,  with  a  navigation  that  is  open  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  in  a  chan¬ 
nel  that  has  not  its  equal  in  the  world  for  immunity  against  storm  and  ship¬ 
wreck,  we  are  able  to  deal  at  once  with  the  most  distant  as  well  as  the  near¬ 
est  peoples. 


Without  a  cheap  and  abundant  supply  of  coal,  the  engine,  as  now  con¬ 
structed,  would  he  of  hut  little  use.  This  product  of  the  mines  is  the  mus¬ 
cle  by  which  the  gigantic  hands  of  machinery  are  set  in  motion,  and  the 
vast  magazines  of  hoarded  power  in  the  mountains  of  Pennsylvania  and  the' 
coal  beds  of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  literally  lie  at  our  doors. 
The  expense  of  bringing  this  illimitable  supply  of  power  to  operate  upon 
our  manufacturing  industry,  is  hardly  greater  than  it  would  he  to  transport 
it  by  rail  from  Meriden  here.  The  time  is  not  distant  when  the  chief  man¬ 
ufacturing  industries  of  Hew  England  will  be  centered  along  the  line  of 
the  Sound,  between  New  Haven  and  New  York.  It  behooves  our  people, 
therefore,  and  especially  the  young  and  enterprising  portion  of  them,  to  see 
to  it  that  no  narrow  and  short-sighted  policy  prevails,  by  which  the  manu¬ 
facturing  interests  of  our  city  shall  be  curtailed  of  the  advantages  at  their 
command.  We  are  singularly  favored  by  nature,  and  there  should  be  no 
counteracting  agency  to  neutralize  or  overcome  the  more  favorable  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  our  situation.  To  gain  the  advantages  of  priority  and  ac¬ 
quired  skill  is  now  the  chief  struggle  to  be  made.  More  depends  upon  this 
than  most  minds  are  in  the  habit  of  thinking.  It  oftentimes  overcomes 
great  natural  disadvantages,  and  prevails  where  competition  would  other¬ 
wise  be  ruinous.  There  is  no  city  in  the  Union  where  the  inventive  genius 
of  our  people  is  excelled,  or  where  machine-making  is  carried  to  greater  per¬ 
fection.  Our  mechanics  have  skill  and  dexterity ;  our  capitalists  have  the 
advantages  of  natural  situation,  as  well  as  the  ablility  to  command  the  high¬ 
est  order  of  mechanic  talent ;  our  beginning  is  full  of  promise  for  the  future, 
and  our  triumph  is  assured  when  capital  and  skill  unite  for  the  preponder¬ 
ance  of  natural  advantages  and  superior  industry,  over  the  acquired  benefits 
of  priority  at  present  enjoyed  elsewhere. 

Yale  College. 

The  noblest  monument  to  the  wisdom  of  the  fathers  is  found  in  the  pro¬ 
vision  made  amoug  us  for  Education.  Yale  College  ranks  third  in  age,  and 
first  in  the  number  of  undergraduate  members,  among  the  multitude  of  col¬ 
leges  which  public  policy  or  private  munificence  has  spread  over  the  country. 

The  college  grounds  occupy  one-eighteenth  part  of  the  original  town  plot 
of  New  Haven,  including,  quite  accidentally,  the  birthplace  of  ElihuYale, 
from  whom  the  College  has  its  name.  He  was,  however,  in  no  sense  the 
founder  of  the  College  ;  that  honor  belongs  to  the  Congregational  clergy  of 
the  State,  who  subsequently  recognized  the  liberality  of  Gov.  Yale  by  be¬ 
stowing  upon  their  institution  his  name.  The  first  college  building  was  of 
wood,  and  stood  near  the  comer  of  Chapel  and  College  streets.  The  present 
buildings  are  seventeen  in  number,  and  were  erected  as  follows :  South  Col¬ 
lege  was  begun  in  1793;  the  old  Chapel,  now  the  Athenaeum,  next  north, 

in  1761;  South  Middle  in  1750  ;  the  Lyceum  and  North  Middle  in  1803; 
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the  Chapel  in  1824;  the  North  College  in  1822,  and  Divinity  College  in  1835. 
This  completes  the  list  of  buildings  on  College  street.  Those  in  the  rear  of 
the  Colleges  proper  were  erected  as  follows:  The  old  Dining  Hall,  now  the 
Laboratory,  was  built  in  1782  :  the  new  Dining  Hall,  now  used  as  a  Lecture 
Room  below,  and  for  a  Mineralogical  and  Geological  Cabinet  above,  in  1819  ; 
the  Library  in  1842  ;  the  Trumbull  Gallery  in  1831  ;  Alumni  Hall  in  1852  ; 
the  Fine  Arts  Buildings  in  1865-66 ;  the  new  Theological  Building  in  1868-9  ; 
Faruam  Hall  in  1869-70;  Durfee  Hall  in  1870-1,  and  the  Chapel  of  the 
Theological  Department  in  1871. 

The  College  provides  public  commons  for  a  part  of  the  students  ;  most  of 
them,  however,  taking  their  meals  in  boarding  houses,  or  with  private  fami¬ 
lies.  The  change  in  the  old  custom,  which  required  all  students  to  board  in 
commons,  which  was  made  several  years  since,  has  proved  to  be  a  wise  one. 
Insubordination,  coarse  habits,  and  a  disposition  to  find  fault  with  their  food, 
occasioned  continual  annoyance  to  the  College  authorities,  and  led  to  the 
satisfactory  experiment  of  dispensing  with  a  boarding  department  in  the 
College  for  all  the  students. 

The  newTheological  Building  is  a  beautiful  and  imposing  structure,  on 
the  corner  of  College  and  Elm  streets,  and  opposite  the  College  grounds 
proper.  It  is  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  feet  long  and  four  stories  high,  and 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  In 
conformity  with  the  original  plan,  a  commodious  and  tasteful  Chapel,  fronting 
on  Elm  street,  and  connected  with  the  Theological  department,  is  already 
commenced,  and  will  be  pushed  forward  to  completion  as  rapidly  as  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  work  will  admit. 

The  new  College  Building  on  College  street  bears  the  name  of  Farnam 
Hall,  in  honor  of  Mr.  Henry  Farnam,  of  this  city,  who  generously  fur¬ 
nished  the  funds.  At  right  angles  with  this,  on  Elm  street,  another  large 
College  building  has  been  constructed  of  stone,  at  a  cost  of  more  than  a 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  It  is  the  gift  to  the  College  of  Mr.  Durfee,  of 
Fall  River,  Mass.,  and  appropriately  bears  the  name  of  Dijrfee  Hall. 
Both  of  these  structures  are  devoted  to  apartments  for  students,  and  greatly 
increase  the  accommodations  of  the  College.  They  are  located  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  plan  on  which  the  buildings  are  hereafter  to  be  erected,  of 
inclosing  a  large  hollow  square,  like  the  College  buildings  of  the  Universi¬ 
ties  of  Cambridge  and  Oxford,  in  England. 

The  Scroll  and  Key  Society  has  erected  a  very  attractive  Society  Hall, 
on  the  corner  of  College  and  Wall  streets,  and  thePsi  Upsilon  Society  has  a 
new  building  on  High  street,  a  few  rods  to  the  north  of  Elm. 

The  objects  in  and  about  the  College,  which  usually  attract  the  attention 
of  strangers,  are  the  following : 

Trumbull  Gallery. — Col.  John  Trumbull,  a  son  of  the  good  and  wise 
Governor  of  Connecticut,  was  early  in  life  on  the  staff  of  General  Wash¬ 


ington.  His  military  hopes,  however,  he  soon  abandoned,  to  cultivate  his 
taste  in  art.  Soon  after  the  close  of  the  war,  he  devoted  himself  to  the 
work  of  perpetuating,  on  canvas,  the  great  historical  events  of  the  revo¬ 
lutionary  struggle.  The  original  paintings  from  which  were  prepared  those 
that  ornament  the  rotunda  of  the  National  Capitol,  were  deposited  at  col¬ 
lege  by  Col.  Trumbull  in  1832,  together  with  a  considerable  number  of  his 
other  paintings.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  the  College  has 
no  copy  of  his -finest  piece,  “The  Sortie  of  Gibraltar.”  A  number  of 
paintings  by  other  artists,  fill  the  south  room  of  the  Gallery ;  the  north  one 
being  devoted  exclusively  to  those  by  Col.  Trumbull.  The  piece  of  sculp¬ 
ture,  “  Jeptha  and  his  Daughter,  ”  by  Augur,  a  self-instructed  artist ;  a 
pen  and  ink  sketch  of  himself  made  by  Major  Andre,  the  night  previous  to 
his  execution ;  and  the  sword  and  sash  worn  by  General  Wooster  at  the 
time  he  was  killed  at  Ridgefield,  will  attract  the  attention  of  visitors. 

Yale  School  of  the  Fine  Arts. — This  institution  was  founded  in  1864, 
through  the  munificence  of  our  late  fellow  citizen,  Augustus  R.  Street,  Esq  , 
who  in  that  year  proposed  to  the  Corporation  of  Yale  College,  to  erect,  at 
his  sole  expense,  as  a  gift  to  the  College,  an  appropriate  building  for  a  school 
of  the  fine  arts.  The  building  was  begun  in  the  autumn  of  1864,  and 
completed  in  1867, — a  great  ornament  to  our  city,  and  in  every  respect 
commodiously  arranged  for  its  purpose.  It  provides  for  the  collection  and 
exhibition  of  works  of  art,  such  as  paintings,  sculptures,  engravings,  and 
the  like  ;  for  instruction  in  the  principles  and  theory  of  art ;  and  for  the  do¬ 
mestication,  in  studios  under  its  roof,  of  distinguished  artists  who  may  be 
invited  to  establish  themselves  there,  for  the  sake  of  their  inspiring  influence. 
The  Jarvis  collection  of  paintings  has  been  permanently  added  to  the  in¬ 
stitution,  with  many  other  valuable  works  of  art,  and  the  school  promises  to 
be  one  fully  justifying  the  munificence  of  its  founder. 

The  organization  and  conducting  of  the  school  was  committed  by  the 
Corporation  of  Yale  College,  at  its  meeting  in  the  summer  of  1865,  on  Mr. 
Street’s  suggestion,  to  the  President  of  the  College,  ex  officio ;  with  Mr. 
Daniel  Huntington,  of  New  York,  President  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Design  ;  Professors  E.  E.  Salisbury  and  Noah  Porter,  of  New  Haven,  and 
Mr.  Donald  G.  Mitchell,  the  well-known  “  Farmer  of  Edgewood,  ”  as  an 
Art  Council,  of  which  one  member  is  to  retire  each  year,  by  lot,  his  place  to 
be  supplied  by  some  other  person  chosen  by  the  Corporation,  unless  he  is,  as 
he  may  be,  re-elected.  The  Council  have  successfully  attended  to  the  du¬ 
ties  assigned  them,  and  the  school  has  been  inaugurated  under  the  most 
favorable  auspices.  Prof.  John  F.  Weir,  a  gentleman  of  rare  culture  and 
taste,  and  an  artist  of  high  merit,  has  the  principal  chair  of  instruction  in  the 
institution,  and  is  devoting  his  time  assiduously  to  the  duties  of  his  position. 
His  introductory  lecture  on  art  and  art  instruction  was  a  production  of  very  su¬ 
perior  merit,  and  fully  established  the  reputation  of  its  author  as  a  devoted 
and  successful  student  of  Art. 
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It  is  hoped  that  our  own  citizens  will  be  forward  to  assist  in  endowing 
the  institution  with  all  needful  permanent  funds,  for  chairs  of  instruction, 
the  purchase  of  works  of  art,  and  the  necessary  apparatus  for  art  instruction, 
so  that  it  may  yield  to  themselves  and  others,  in  full  measure,  the  be  nefits 
which  such  an  establishment  is  fitted  to  confer,  in  the  refinement  of  public 
taste,  the  cultivation  of  a  love  of  true  beauty,  and  that  intellectual  and 
moral  elevation  which  naturally  associates  itself  with  the  study  of  the  fine 
arts,  when  properly  directed.  The  founder  wished  that  the  institution 
should  be  identified  with  the  City  where  all  his  home  and  family  attach¬ 
ments  were  centered  ;  and  the  interests  of  citizens  of  New  Haven  will,  ac¬ 
cordingly,  be  carefully  considered  in  all  its  arrangements. 

Graduates’  Hat/l. — The  lower  story  of  this  building  is  used  for  the  ex¬ 
aminations  of  the  undergraduates  and  of  candidates  for  admission  to  Col¬ 
lege.  The  College  dinners  are  also  given  here.  The  very  elegant  rooms 
above,  are  occupied  by  the  two  literary  societies,  the  Linonian  and  the 
Brothers  in  Unity.  The  portraits  on  the  wall  of  the  Examination  Hall,  are 
those  of  gentlemen  connected  with  the  history  of  the  College,  either  as 
benefactors  or  instructors. 

The  Library. — The  collection  of  books  in  the  Library  building  is  about 
80,000  volumes.  Of  late  years  much  attention  has  been  paid  by  the  College 
authorities  to  the  increase  of  the  library,  but  the  limited  funds  at  their  dis¬ 
posal  will  for  many  years  forbid  anything  like  completeness  in  almost  all  its 
departments.  The  collection  of  books  in  the  two  wings  of  the  library 
building,  belong  to  the  literary  societies  of  the  College. 

The  Mineralogical  and  Geological  Cabinet  of  the  College  is  regarded 
as  one  of  the  finest  collections  now  in  existence.  At  the  beginning  of  this 
century,  all  the  minerals  belonging  to  the  College  were  taken  by  the  late 
Prof.  Silliman  in  a  small  candle  box  to  Philadelphia,  to  be  designated  and 
classified.  A  few  years  later  the  collection  was  increased  by  such  additions 
as  were  gathered  personally  by  Prof.  Silliman,  in  England  and  Scotland. 
In  1807  the  College  purchased,  for  a  thousand  dollars,  a  cabinet  of  about  two 
thousand  specimens,  which  had  been  procured  in  London  by  Mr.  Benjamin 
D.  Perkins.  In  1800,  a  portion  of  the  valuable  collection  made  in  Europe 
by  Col.  Gibbs,  was  deposited  here  for  exhibition,  and  two  years  later  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  cabinet  was  added  to  it.  In  ]  825  the  College  became  the 
owner  of  these  minerals,  at  the  cost  of  $25,000,  a  sum  greatly  below  their 
intrinsic  worth.  The  minerals  procured  from  Col.  Gibbs,  were  chiefly  made 
up  from  these  private  collections,— that  purchased  in  Switzerland,  from  Count 
Razamousky,  a  Russian  gentleman  who  had  devoted  many  years  at  Lau¬ 
sanne,  to  mineralogical  pursuits, — that  made  in  F ranee,  by  M.  Gigot  d’  Osey, 
one  of  the  farmers-generals  under  Louis  XVI,  who  spent  forty  years  in  its 
formation,  and  was  finally  guillotined, — and  that  of  the  Count  de  Bournon, 
which  consisted  mostly  of  English  Minerals,  and  of  gems  from  the  East 


Indies,  the  latter  of  which  were  derived  chiefly  from  the  duplicates  of  the 
celebrated  Grenville  collection,  afterwards  bought  by  the  British  Museum. 
Very  considerable  additions  have  since  been  made  to  the  Cabinet  and  the 
collection  is  now  every  way  creditable  to  the  College. 

The  Sheffield  Scientific  School. — The  building  occupied  by  the  Sci¬ 
entific' Department  of  Yale  College,  stands  at  the  head  of  College  street, 
two  blocks  north  of  the  other  College  buildings.  This  department  is  de¬ 
voted  to  practical  and  scientific  education,  classical  studies  being  omitted 
from  the  course.  Instruction  is  here  given  with  the  aid  of  well-furnished 
laboratories  and  ample  collections  in  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  Geology,  En¬ 
gineering,  and  other  branches  of  practical  science.  A  more  general  eourse — 
embracing  Mathematical  and  Natural  Science,  Literature,  Modern  Lan¬ 
guages,  History,  and  Commercial  Law — has  recently  been  established,  and 
meets  the  demand  of  the  public  for  a  more  exclusively  practical  course  of 
collegiate  education.  The  fine  building  occupied  by  the  department  is  a 
gift  of  Joseph  E.  Sheffield,  Esq.,  to  Yale  College.  Several  Professorships 
have  been  endowed,  and  the  institution  liberally  supplied  with  apparatus 
for  instruction.  The  interior  of  the  building  is  elegantly  finished  and 
painted  in  fresco. 

The  rooms  of  the  Engineering  section  will  be  found  in  the  main  building. 
The  west  wing  is  occupied  by  the  Chemical  and  Metallurgical  laboratories, 
and  the  east  wing  as  a  Museum  of  Practical  Science.  The  Museum 
contains  full  suites  of  ores  of  the  most  important  metals,  specimens  of 
the  rocks  in  which  they  are  found,  models  of  furnaces,  and  samples  of 
fluxes  and  furnace  products,— the  whole  designed  to  illustrate  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  metals  from  their  ores.  The  able  corps  of  instructors  in  this 
institution,  and  the  high  reputation  they  sustain,  not  only  in  the  State 
but  throughout  the  country  and  even  abroad,  have  already  given  the 
Scientific  School  a  national  character  which  no  similar  educational  insti¬ 
tution  has  attained.  All  the  State  scholarships  are  now  promptly  taken  up, 
and  students  are  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  country  to  avail  themselves  of 
its  superior  advantages,  and  the  high  order  of  instruction  imparted. 

The  Medical  College  is  located  in  York  street,  on  the  west  side, 
between  Chapel  and  Crown  streets. 

The  College  Gymnasium  is  the  large  brick  building  in  the  rear  of 
the  Colleges,  on  Library  street.  The  arrangements  for  bowling,  and  other 
kinds  of  exercises,  are  thought  to  be  very  superior. 

Terms  and  Vacations. — The  public  Commencement  is  held  on  the  last 
Thursday  but  two  of  J  tily  in  each  year.  The  regular  examination  for  admission 
to  College,  takes  place  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  preceding  Commencement, 
beginning  at  9  o’clock  A.  M.,  on  Monday,  and  at  8  o’clock  A  M.,  on 
Tuesday.  Candidates  for  admission  assemble  at  Graduates’  Hall.  Those 
who  present  themselves  for  examination  at  a  subsequent  period,  meet  on  the 
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Tuesday  and  Wednesday  preceding  the  first  College  term,  which  begins 
seven  weeks  from  Commencement  day. 

Strangers  can  obtain  admittance  to  the  various  public  buildings  of  the 
College,  (except  the  Library  and  Art  Gallery,)  at  all  hours  of  the  day, 
by  applying  at  the  Treasurer’s  office,  in  the  Trumbull  Gallery. 

The  Library  and  Art  Gallery,  are  open  daily  from  10  o’clock  in  the 
morning  to  1  o’clock ;  and  from  3  to  5,  P.  M. 


WATERING  PLACES  AND  SUMMER  RESORTS. 


Charles  Island. 

About  twelve  miles  from  New  Haven,  and  at  a  distance  of  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  from  the  Milford  shore,  is  an  Island  containing  sixteen  or  eighteen 
acres  of  land  which  possesses  more  of  the  natural  advantages  looked  for 
at  a  sea  side  resort,  than  is  usually  found  on  the  New  England  coast.  The 
Milford  Indians  called  the  island  Poquahaug,  and  used  it,  as  the  whites 
have  since  done,  as  a  place  for  summer  recreation.  When  the  Island 
was  first  known  to  the  people  of  Milford,  Ansantawae,  the  Indian  Sachem  of 
that  town,  had  a  famous  wigwam  upon  it.  The  Island  has  borne  at  different, 
times  the  names  of  Milford  Island,  Charles  Island  and  Ailing  Island. 
Its  present  name  is  said,  by  some,  to  have  been  the  name  given  by  the 
English  to  Ansantawae,  but  by  others  to  have  been  derived  from  a  certain 
Charles  Deal,  to  whom  the  town  of  Milford  gave  liberty,  in  the  year  1657, 
to  purchase  and  enjoy  the  island  for  a  tobacco  plantation,  provided  he  used 
the  buildings  for  no  other  purpose  than  a  tobacco  house,  and  that  he  was  not 
to  trade  with  the  Dutch  or  Indians,  or  suffer  any  disorderly  resort  of  seamen 
or  others  there.  Down  to  the  year  1835,  this  island  was  unimproved 
except  for  farming  purposes.  In  that  year  John  Harris,  Esq.,  of  New 
York,  erected  a  summer  residence  upon  the  island,  which  subsequently 
passed  into  the  hands  of  the  late  Elizur  E.  Pritchard,  Esq.,  of  Waterbury, 
whose  heirs,  we  believe,  still  retain  the  property. 

It  was  soon  afterwards  opened  as  a  house  of  public  entertainment,  but 
Tailed  to  receive  the  large  patronage  to  which  its  position  and  advantages 
naturally  entitled  it,  from  the  difficulty  of  getting  over  to  it  at  all  stages  of 
the  tide.  The  bar,  which  connects  the  island  with  the  shore,  is  impassable 
when  the  water  is  more  than  at  half  tide.  To  remedy  this  difficulty,  in  the 
summer  of  1866,  a  connection  was  formed  with  New  Haven  and  Bridgeport 
by  steamboats,  running  several  times  daily,  when  the  House  became  at  once 
one  of  the  most  popular  in  the  country.  Under  able  and  energetic  manage¬ 
ment,  it  ought  to  become  a  place  of  decidedly  fashionable  resort.  The 
House  will  accommodate  about  one  hundred  guests.  The  usual  contri¬ 


vances  for  passing  the  time  pleasantly  are  found  here  as  at  other  sea  side 
houses,  together  with  the  largest  aquarium  in  the  country,  and  an  artificial 
swimming  bath  filled  from  the  ocean  by  a  steam  engine.  A  remarkable 
peculiarity  of  the  Island  is  its  exemption  from  the  aunoyance  of  mosquitoes, 
flies,  insects  and  vermin  generally.  No  spot  at  the  North  presents  greater 
inducements  for  the  introduction  of  the  fashion  common  at  the  Virginia 
Springs  and  elsewhere,  of  private  parties  erecting  their  own  dwellings 
in  which  they  can  unite  privacy  for  their  families  with  the  enjoyments  of  a 
frequented  watering  place. 

Savin  Rock. 

This  celebrated  watering  place,  so  long  and  favorably  known  to  the 
wealth  and  fashion  of  the  country,  and  immemoriallv  the  resort  of  sea  side 
pleasure  seekers  in  the  sweltering  months  of  July  and  August,  has  recently 
passed  into  new  hands.  The  large  and  commodious  hotel  erected  there 
some  twelve  years  ago,  or  more,  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Upson,  was  destroyed  by  fire 
the  past  season,  and  no  effort  has  been  made  ns  yet  to  replace  the  buildings. 
The  large  and  valuable  property,  embracing  something  over  twenty  acres  of 
ground,  and  most  admirably  situated  for  the  purposes  to  which  it  has 
been  for  so  many  years  devoted,  has  recently  been  purchased  by  Gen. 
Russell  of  this  city,  and  Mr.  George  R.  Kelsey  of  West  Haven,  and 
it  is  understood  that  suitable  buildings  will  soon  be  erected  there,  and  that 
they  will  be  occupied  in  part  by  the  boys  of  Gen.  Russell’s  school. 
This  arrangement  can  hardly  fail  to  popularize  both  the  sea  side  resort 
and  the  already  popular  educational  establishment  under  the  supervision 
of  this  gentleman.  The  buildings  to  be  erected  will  be  such  as  are 
suited  not  only  to  the  general  curriculum  of  studies  pursued,  but  the 
admirable  military  drill  for  which  the  school  has  been  so  long  famous. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  gentlemen  will  not  lose  sight  of  the  great 
natural  advantages  of  this  location  for  a  successful  popular  watering  place, 
and  that  the  “  Savin  Rock  House,”  may  yet  become  one  of  the  renewed 
attractions  of  our  city.  The  location  of  Gen.  Russell’s  school  there  during 
the  Summer  months,  is  most  desirable  for  the  sanitary  advantages  it  offers, 
and  would  furnish  an  ample  campus  for  military  drill  and  evolution,  such  as 
the  boys  really  need  under  the  regime  of  instruction  imparted.  It  would 
add  largely  to  the  receipts  of  the  AVest  Haven  Horse  Railroad  Company, 
during  the  period  of  sea  side  attraction  and  interest,  and  with  a  com¬ 
manding  hotel  on  the  high  ground,  and  such  adornments  as  the  natural 
situation  of  the  place  suggests,  it  can  hardly  fail  of  becoming  again  the 
most  popular  Summer  resort  in  the  vicinity  of  New  Haven.  In  the 
Summer  season  the  horse  cars  run  every  fifteen  minutes  to  and  from 
the  “Rock,”  starting  from  the  south-east  corner  of  the  Green. 
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Waverly  House. 

Half  a  mile  below  Savin  Rock,  is  the  Waverly  House  and  Grove,  which 
is  reached  by  pedestrians  in  a  pleasant  ten  minute’s  walk,  or  a  few  minute’s 
drive  by  a  road  recently  constructed  over  the  dyke  from  the  Rock.  The 
House  is  kept  by  Mr.  Win.  A.  Perkins,  who  provides  refreshments  of  every 
kind  at  his  hotel.  Guests  have  the  use  of  the  bathing  houses,  the  pavilion 
for  dancing,  &c.  Sailing  and  fishing  parties  are  accommodated  at  all 
times.  No  place  in  the  vicinity  is  better  provided  with  conveniences 
for  pleasure  parties  than  Waverly  Grove.  For  the  use  of  the  tables,  bath¬ 
ing  houses,  &c.,  a  very  small  charge  is  made  by  the  proprietor. 

Railroad  Grove. 

The  West  Haven  Horse  Railroad  Company  are  the  owners  of  one  of  the 
most  delightful  and  charming  groves  to  be  found  any  where  on  the  line  of 
Long  Island  Sound.  It  is  situated  a  short  distance  north  of  Savin  Rock, 
and  is  at  present  the  terminus  of  the  horse  railroad.  The  company  have j re¬ 
cently  purchased  a  very  considerable  addition  to  their  former  grounds,  so 
that  the  Grove  grounds  proper  now  embrace  something  over  fourteen  acres 
The  trees  are  a  beautiful  growth  of  oak,  hickory  and  chestnut,  and  are  ad¬ 
mirably  trimmed  for  the  purpose  of  shade  and  adornment.  A  natural  turf 
covers  the  ground,  which  is  as  smooth  as  if  it  had  been  artificially  dressed 
and  rolled  for  use,  with  the  trees  thinned  out  just  enough  to  make  the  grove 
at  once  a  perfect  pleasure-ground,  and  the  most  desirable  of  leafy  shelters. 
Within  the  grove  are  swings,  both  circular  and  upright,  flying  horses,  seats 
and  tables  without  number,  two  large  pavillions  with  matched  flooring  for 
dancing  parties,  a  sAloon,  water  pipes  from  which  the  coolest  and  purest 
water  can  be  pumped  in  different  parts  of  the  grove,  and  other  accommo¬ 
dations  on  a  liberal  scale  for  the  use  of  visitors  patronizing  the  Company’s 
cars.  In  the  open  grounds  fronting  the  grove,  and  commanding  a  fine  view 
of  the  Sound,  is 

Grove  Palace. 

This  building  is  also  the  property  of  the  Railroad  Company,  and  was  de¬ 
signed  for  the  accommodation  of  parties  visiting  the  Grove  by  rail.  It  is 
a  large  two-story  octagon  building,  sixty  feet  in  diameter,  with  a  wide  flight 
of  front  steps  ascending  upon  a  platform  veranda  leading  to  the  second  floor, 
or  the  grand  hall  of  the  Palace.  This  is  a  large  octagonal  room,  of  the  same 
diameter  as  the  building,  with  music  stand  in  the  center,  walls  handsomely 
decorated  and  painted,  and  capable  of  accommodating  at  least  thirty  cotil¬ 
lion  sets  upon  the  floor  at  the  same  time.  On  the  lower  floor  is  a  room  of 
the  same  dimensions  as  the  grand  hall,  designed  as  a  scille  d  manger  for  such 
parties  as  visit  the  Grove  by  cars,  the  latter  providing  their  own  dinner,  and 


the  Company  furnishing  tables  and  seats  without  charge.  This  room,  with 
its  tables,  will  easily  seat  three  hundred  persons  at  a  time,  and  those  de¬ 
siring  the  use  of  crockery  for  the  occasion,  as  well  as  the  use  of  stoves  for 
cooking,  can  be  accommodated  at  a  mere  nominal  charge.  On  this  floor  is  a 
ladies  dressing  room,  and  all  the  conveniences  appertaining  to  an  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  kind.  The  railroad  management  deserves  great  credit  for  the 
extensive  arrangements  thus  made  for  the  almost  gratuitous  accommodation 
of  the  public.  The  Grove,  the  Pavillion,  the  swings,  the  salle  a  manger  and 
the  entire  grounds,  are  at  the  service  of  the  patrons  of  the  Company,  the 
only  charge  being  the  moderate  fare  of  thirty  cents  for  the  round  trip,  tickets 
purchased  before  leaving  the  city.  For  pic-nics  and  family  parties  there  is 
no  place  that  can  'surpass  for  desirableness  this  grove.  Almost  adjoining 
the  grounds  of  the  Company  is  the 

Seaview  House. 

This  is  now  the  largest  sea-side  hotel  in  the  vicinity  of  New  Haven,  being 
one  hundred  feet  front,  with  handsome  verandas  facing  the  water,  and  ca¬ 
pable  of  accommodating  from  75  to  100  guests.  It  is  the  property  of  George 
R.  Kelsey,  Esq.,  of  West  Haven,  and  is  leased  by  him  to  Mr.  R.  Dyer,  a 
popular  and  successful  caterer  to  seaside  pleasure  seekers.  This  house  imme¬ 
diately  fronts  the  most  desirable  bathing  grounds  on  the  beach,  and  exten¬ 
sive  accommodations  have  been  made  for  those  who  seek  the  healthful  and 
invigorating  exercise  of  sea-bathing  during  the  summer  months.  Bathing 
houses  of  the  most  approved  description  have  been  constructed  on  the 
beach,  and  bathing  dresses  for  ladies  and  gentlemen  can  be  had  at  very  rea¬ 
sonable  charges.  Permanent  summer  boarders  can  be  accommodated  at  the 
Seaview,  as  well  as  temporary  and  transient,  and  the  intention  of  the  pro¬ 
prietor  is  to  make  the  charges  so  reasonable  as  to  prolong  the  stay  rather 
than  hasten  the  departure  of  guests.  The  halls  and  parlors  of  the  hotel  are 
spacious  and  handsomely  furnished,  and  Mr.  R.  M.  Dyer,  the  gentlemanly 
manager,  will  serve  visitors  with  every  possible  attention.  The  house  is 
rightly  named,  for  it  offers  as  fine  a  sea  view  from  its  ample  verandas  as  can 
be  found  at  any  watering  place  in  the  country. 

Reach  House. 

Directly  north  of  the  Seaview  is  the  Beach  House,  which  has  been  recently 
fitted  up  for  the  accommodation  of  first  class  boarders  and  transient  guests. 
Mr.  S.  H.  Payne  is  the  proprietor  of  this  house,  and  he  has  manifestly 
spared  no  pains  to  make  it  a  popular  resort  during  the  summer  months.  His 
house  will  accommodate  from  40  to  50  guests,  who  will  have  every  advan¬ 
tage  of  sea  bathing  enjoyed  by  those  at  the  Seaview.  His  rooms  are  finely 
furnished  j  a  heavy  double  veranda  extends  around  three  sides  of  the  house  ; 
bathing  houses  occupy  the  beach  in  front ;  a  large  inclosed  front  yard  is 
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tastefully  ornamented  with  shrubbery  and  flowers,  and  a  peculiarly  home¬ 
like  air  invests  the  whole  establishment.  His  charges  are  moderate  for  the 
fare  and  accommodations  furnished,  and  his  house  is  generally  well  filled 
during  the  watering  season. 

Hinman  House. 

A  few  rods  to  the  north  of  where  the  cars  strike  the  line  of  the  beach,  is 
the  Hinman  House,  owned  by  Mr.  Preston  Ilinman,  who  knows  how  to 
serve  up  sea  food  after  the  most  approved  fashion  of  epicurean  eating.  He 
does  not  take  boarders,  but  can  accommodate  from  ten  to  fifteen  transient 
guests,  who  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  his  tables. 
He  has  a  neat  and  tasteful  Pavillion  on  the  beach,  hedged  in  by  growing 
shrubbery,  where  parties  can  extemporize  a  dance,  enjoy  the  innocent  amuse¬ 
ments  of  the  table,  drink  in  the  purest  of  sea  breezes,  or  going  to  the 
bathing  houses,  take  an  invigorating  tumble  in  the  surf  that  lashes  the  very 
steps  of  this  quiet  retreat.  The  view  from  the  large  open  balcony  of  the 
Hinman  House,  is  equally  attractive  with  that  from  the  other  hotels  on  the 
beach.  Mr.  Hinman  makes  a  specialty  of  serving  sea  food  and  summer  bev¬ 
erages  to  the  delight  of  all  who  visit  his  popular  house. 


SUMMER  RESORTS  ON  THE  EAST  SIDE  OF  THE  HARBOR. 


Grove  House. 

The  Grove  House  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Light  House, 
and  indeed,  was  built  in  consequence  of  the  prohibition  by  the  Government 
of  the  keepers  of  Light  Houses  becoming  also  keepers  of  houses  of  public 
entertainment.  The  situation  is  a  delightful  one,  at  the  entrance  of  the 
harbor.  The  house  is  surrounded  by  a  beautiful  grove,  the  fishing  is 
abundant.  There  is  a  ten-pin  alley  for  the  recreation  of  the  guests,  about 
thirty  of  whom  can  be  accommodated  by  the  proprietor.  His  charges 
are  moderate  for  board.  The  house  usually  opens  on  the  first  of  June. 
Tables  are  erected  in  the  woods  for  the  convenience  of  picnic  parties, 
who  visit  the  place  in  large  numbers,  and  who  are  expected  to  pay  nothing 
for  the  use  of  the  tables  and  grounds.  The  place  has  ample  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  horses. 

Leaving  the  city  either  by  the  way  of  Fair  Haven,  or  Tomlinson’s 
Bridge,  a  charming  drive  of  five  or  six  miles  can  be  found  by  skirting 
the  harbor  on  the  road  which  leads  to  the  Light  House.  The  view  from  the 
different  hills  you  pass,  commands  the  entire  basin  in  which  the  town 
of  New  Haven  lies,  as  well  as  a  fine  water  prospect  of  the  Harbor  and 
Sound.  About  a  mile  from  the  city  the  highest  eminence  on  the  left  is  Fort 


Wooster,  which  was  built  in  1814  by  the  spontaneous  efforts  of  citizens  of 
New  Haven,  aided  by  large  companies  of  men  from  the  neighboring  towns, 
to  repel  an  anticipated  attack  from  the  British  fleet  which  held  possession  of 
the  Sound.  The  fort  was  never  garrisoned,  and  indeed,  was  only  designed 
for  use  as  earthworks  in  some  temporary  emergency.  The  view  from  Fort 
Wooster  will  amply  repay  the  slight  labor  of  the  ascent.  A  hundred 
or  two  yards  north  of  the  entrance  to  the  fort,  lies  the  ancient  Indian 
burying  ground.  Nothing  remains  to  indicate  the  place,  except  the  slight 
depressions  in  the  turf  which  mark  the  graves  of  the  once  powerful 
Quinnipiacks.  Bodies  have  occasionally  been  dug  up  by  the  curious.  They 
are  found  buried  in  a  reclining  position,  facing  the  rising  sun,  at  the  depth 
of  only  three  or  four  feet  from  the  surface.  Wampum,  beads  and  hatchets, 
are  found  to  have  sometimes  been  buried  with  the  dead.  A.  mile  or 
more  below  Fort  Wooster,  on  the  water,  lies  Fort  Hale,  belonging  to 
the  United  States.  During  the  war  of  1812  it  was  garrisoned  by  a  few 
men,  but  it  ceased  to  be  regarded  as  having  any  value  for  military  purposes 
many  years  before  the  emergencies  of  the  present  civil  war  called  the 
attention  of  the  government  to  the  necessity  of  providing  adequate 
protection  for  the  most  important  seaport  of  Connecticut.  The  old 
Fort  has  been  demolished,  and  strong  earthworks  have  now  been  completed. 

Two  or  three  graceful  villa  residences  on  this  road  will  attract  the 
attention  of  the  stranger.  The  first  belongs  to  the  family  of  the  late 
William  K.  Townsend,  Esq.,  and  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  left  of 
the  road,  about  two  and  a  half  miles  from  the  city.  The  other  two  arc 
at  Morris’  Cove,  below  Fort  Hale.  The  first  belongs  to  J.  Albert  Luin, 
Esq.,  and  the  next  is  the  summer  residence  of  C.  Maverick  Parker,  Esq.,  of 
New  York.  The  Morris  House,  at  the  Cove,  is  in  the  habit  of  receiving 
a  few  visitors  in  the  summer  months.  Accommodations  for  a  limited 
number  can  usually  be  found  in  several  of  the  other  private  houses  in 
the  vicinity. 

Nettleton’s  Cove  House. 

On  the  eastern  shore  of  New  Haven  harbor  is  a  gracefully  curved  beach, 
of  two  miles  or  more  in  length,  known  as  Morris’  Cove.  No  part  of  the  sea 
shore  between  New  York  and  Newport  is  more  open  to  the  sea  breezes  than 
this  beautiful  cove,  or  possesses  superior  facilities  for  bathing  or  boating. 
The  long  stretch  of  white,  sandy  beach,  immediately  in  front  of  and 
contiguous  to  the  house,  protected  by  the  curvature  of  the  shore  from 
all  danger  from  breakers  or  tidal  currents,  make  the  Cove  House  one  of  the 
most  desirable  summer  resorts  on  the  Connecticut  coast.  The  House 
accommodates  about  seventy-five  guests,  and  has  quite  a  reputation  for 
the  excellence  of  its  table,  The  proprietor  prefers  to  entertain  families 
for  the  season,  and  spares  no  pains  to  make  the  Cove  House  attractive.  His 
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address  is  George  D.  Nettleton,  Fair  Haven.  His  usual  charge  to  his 
guests  is  from  twelve  to  fourteen  dollars  per  week.  The  Cove  House 
is  one  of  the  few  places  on  the  coast  where  bathing  can  be  enjoyed  at 
all  stages  of  the  tide. 

The  Light  Mouse. 

This  spot  was  selected  by  Government  early  in  the  present  century, 
for  the  erection  of  a  Light  House,  greatly  needed  here,  as  a  guide  to 
mariners.  The  first  building  erected  in  1804,  was  a  small  affair,  and 
gave  place,  in  1846,  to  the  present  edifice,  seventy-three  feet  in  height. 
It  is  furnished  with  a  stationary  light,  and  the  place  is  also  supplied  with 
a  fog  bell. 

The  Light  House  keeper,  Mr.  Elizur  Thompson,  is  prohibited  from 
keeping  a  house  of  public  entertainment,  but  he  is  obliging  enough  to  part 
with  two  or  three  rooms  to  visitors,  who  can  provide  themselves  in  other 
ways  with  board.  It  is  a  retired  and  pleasant  place  for  two  or  three  small 
families  who  need  quiet  and  the  benefit  of  sea  air. 

South  End. 

This  neck  was  originally  sold  for  five  barrels  of  pork.  It  is  now  the  quiet 
resort  for  pic-nic  parties  from  city  and  country.  South  End  can  be  reached 
either  by  passing  through  East  Haven,  or  by  leaving  the  road  to  the  Light 
House,  where  it  turns  off  directly  to  the  water,  apparently  through  a  farm 
yard,  and  keeping  on  to  the  left. 

Mr.  John  P.  Thompson,  the  owner  of  the  grove,  can  receive  into 
his  house  twenty  or  twenty-five  persons,  who  do  not  expect  Fifth  Avenue 
accommodations.  The  fishing  here  is  superior,  rock  black  fish  being 
in  great  abundance,  and  the  bathing  places  on  the  long,  fine  beach,  excellent 
and  safe.  It  may  be  well  for  pic-nic  parties  who  resort  to  South  End; 
to  know  that  the  use  of  the  grounds,  tables,  well  of  water,  t%c.,  can  hardly 
compensate  the  proprietor  for  his  expense  and  trouble  in  making  it  an  agree¬ 
able  resort  for  pleasure  seekers.  His  charge  is  §1  for  a  table,  which  will 
accommodate  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  persons. 

Tire  Shore  Line  Railway,  or  a  carriage  road  through  the  center  of 
East  Haven,  will  carry  pleasure  seekers  to  several  popular  sea  side  houses  of 
entertainment. 

Double  Beach. 

The  house  at  this  headland  has  long  been  kept  by  Mrs.  Malachi  Linsley, 
and  is  a  pleasant  resort  for  citizens  of  New  Haven.  Its  distance  is  only  an 
easy  hour’s  drive, — seven  miles  from  the  city, — or  it  can  be  reached  by  rail, 
the  traveller  stopping  at  Branford  Depot,  from  which  a  carriage  will  convey 
him  a  distance  of  two  miles,  to  the  Beach.  From  seventy  to  seventy-five 


persons  can  find  accommodations  at  the  house.  A  bowling  alley,  trotting 
course,  boating,  billiards,  fishing  and  bathing,  are  among  the  means  of  rec¬ 
reation  provided  for  its  guests. 

Branford  Bo  hit. 

Is  an  agreeable  and  well  kept  house.  The  proprietor,  Mr.  D.  M.  King,  has 
room  for  one  hundred  and  forty  guests.  All  the  conveniences  for  passing 
the  time  pleasantly  usually  found  at  such  places,  are  furnished  at  the  Point, 
and  the  house  may  safely  be  recommended  to  strangers.  For  several 
seasons  past  the  proprietor  has  run  an  omnibus  daily  to  and  from 
the  city. 

Indian  Neck. 

Two  large  boarding  houses  on  the  Sound  are  also  reached  from  the' 
Branford  depot.  Indian  Neck,  two  miles  from  the  depot,  has  accommo¬ 
dations  for  forty  persons.  The  proprietor  is  Mr.  Lynde  Frisbie. 

3£ont,oivese  House. 

Tins  is  a  new  house  at  Indian  Neck,  about  two  miles  from  the  Branford 
depot,  and  is  kept  by  Mr  William  Bryan,  formerly  of  this  city.  It  is  a  first 
class  hotel,  complete  in  all  its  appointments,  and  will  accommodate  about  two 
hundred  guests.  Indian  Neck  has  long  been  a  favorite  resort  for  seaside 
visitors,  and  its  reputatiou  is  not  likely  to  suffer  under  the  management  of 
so  popular  a  caterer  as  Mr.  Bryan. 

Bine  Orchard. 

Four  miles  from  the  depot,  is  a  pleasant  boarding  house,  where  Mr. 
Truman  Sheldon  receives  from  forty  to  fifty  guests. 

Stony  Creek. 

This  quiet  resort,  twelve  miles  from  New  Haven,  is  only  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  from  the  Stony  Creek  depot,  on  the  Shore  Line  Railway.  The 
fishing  here  is  admirable,  and  the  gigantic  oysters  and  clams  taken  in 
the  vicinity,  have  made  the  name  of  the  place  famous  among  those  who  are 
careful  about  the  quality  of  their  shell  fish.  A  pleasant  bowling  alley 
and  billiard  room,  a  comfortable  yacht,  &e.,  are  provided  for  the  fifty 
guests,  to  whom,  during  the  season,  the  proprietor,  Mr.  Win.  Foot  devotes  his 
attention. 

The  Brainerd  House, 

Is  a  very  pleasant  and  popular  summer  resort,  and  the  first  public  house 
that  is  reached  from  the  Stony  Creek  depot.  The  house  is  in  complete  or¬ 
der,  and  contains  twenty-five  large  and  airy  rooms,  with  fine  views  in 
every  direction.  The  outlook,  from  its  double  balconies,  in  the  direction  of 
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Thimble  Islands,  is  a  magnificent  one.  Mr.  J.  W.  Brain  erd,  tbe  popular 
proprietor,  and  liis  excellent  lady,  give  every  attention  to  guests,  and 
while  his  fare  is  admirable,  his  charges  are  exceedingly  reasonable.  This 
house  has  won,  under  its  present  management,  an  enviable  reputation 
among  seaside  visitors. 

The  Indian  Point  House. 

This  house,  which  is  kept  by  Mr.  Nathan  C.  Frink,  the  proprietor,  is  one 
of  the  most  beautifully  situated  places  on  the  sound,  the  Point  being  an  ex¬ 
tended  curve  into  the  bay,  and  commanding  a  fine  view  of  Thimble  Is¬ 
lands  and  the  surrounding  scenery.  The  house  will  accomodate  about  fifty 
guests,  who  can  have  excellent  bathing  advantages,  and  the  best  of  sailing 
and  row  boats  for  excursions  to  and  among  the  Islands.  The  fishing  grounds 
here  are  numerous,  and  generally  reward  those  seeking  piscatorial  sports 
with  ample  returns  for  their  toil.  Many  of  the  islands  of  this  charming  and 
picturesque  groupe,  have  been  occupied  by  beautiful  summer  residences, 
and  a  public  house  has  been  recently  erected  on  “  Pot  Island  ”  by  Mr. 
Barnes,  for  the  accomodation  of  visitors,  and  another  on  “  Money  Islaud,” 
by  Mr.  Charles  Lindsley  of  this  city.  The  Indian  Point  House  is  less'than 
half  a  mile  from  the  depot  at  Stony  Creek,  on  the  Shore  Line  Railroad,  and 
about  twelve  miles  from  N ew  Haven. 

I/inden  Point  Cottage. 

This  is  a  small  but  exceedingly  neat  cottage-house  built  by  Mr.  Barnes, 
the  proprietor  of  the  Point,  for  the  accommodation  of  seaside  pleasure-seek¬ 
ers,  and  is  reached  from  Indian  Point  by  a  foot-bridge  constructed  across 
the  small  inlet  separating  the  two  Points.  It  is  usually  rented  during  the 
summer  for  the  use  of  one  or  more  families,  and  makes  a  delightful  seaside 
residence. 

Saivsounck  House. 

This  new  House  is  only  a  few  minutes’  walk  from  the  Indian  Point  House, 
and  is  situated  on  Fine  Point,  famous  in  the  history  of  that  section  for  its 
mammoth  oysters.  It  is  reached  by  a  fine  carriage  road  in  a  three  minutes 
drive  from  the  depot,  and  from  its  elevated  grounds  and  shady  groves  the 
visitor  can  enjoy  the  best  of  sea  breezes,  and  the  most  charming  of  views. 
The  place  is  named  after  the  celebrated  Indian  Chief  Sawsounck,  under 
whom  the  famous  Montowese  held  his  rule  and  sway  of  the  tribes  found 
here  by  the  first  settlers  of  Connecticut.  It  was  the  great  “  oyster  point” 
of  the  Indians,  as  appears  from  the  depth  of  oyster  shells  now  underlying 
the  |soil,  and  was  visited  by  them  from  far  and  near  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  mouths.  The  House  here  is  kept  by  Mr.  Eben  J.  Coe,  whom  everybody 
knows  as  “Uncle  Eben,”  and  whose  tables  are  supplied  with  the  finest 
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oysters,  clams,  lobsters  and  sea  fish  to  be  found  on  the  line  of  the  Sound. 
Mr.  Coe  also  keeps  the  Springfield  House,  still  nearer  the  depot,  and  has 
rooms  for  both  permanent  and  transient  boarders.  His  house  on  the  Point 
commands  a  splendid  view  of  the  Sound  and  the  Thimble  Island  group. 
Boats  are  furnished  for  fishing  and  pleasure  excursions  among  the  Islands  at 
a  reasonable  charge.  Directly  in  front  of  his  new  house  a  curious  fact  is 
presented  for  ethnological  and  antiquarian  inquiry,  in  the  discovery  of  hun¬ 
dreds  if  not  thousands  of  brick  imbedded  about  three  feet  deep  in  the  oys¬ 
ter  shells  which  were  evidently  employed  in  some  sort  of  structure  built 
there  at  some  period  “  whereof  the  memory  of  man  runneth  not  back  to  the 
date.”  The  brick  are  very  hard  and  of  irregular  sizes,  and  instead  of  mor¬ 
tar,  they  seem  to  have  been  layed  in  a  kind  of  cement  which  time  has  made 
harder  than  the  brick  themselves.  There  is  said  to  be  no  tradition  in  the 
history  of  the  town  accounting  for  the  appearance  of  these  brick,  and  no 
clay  beds  in  the  vicinity  from  which  they  could  have  been  made.  It  is  a 
matter  of  curious  inquiry  and  research  therefore,  to  learn  how  they  orig- 
inted  and  by  whom  they  were  used.  The  brick  are  very  dark  in  color  as 
well  as  hard,  and  no  two  of  them  seem  to  be  cast  in  the  same  mould.  They 
differ  not  only  in  length,  but  in  width,  thickness  and  color.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  persons  finding  them,  that  the  deposit  of  oyster  shells  covering  tli» 
brick  is  due  to  the  Indians,  and  not  to  white  men. 

Guilford  Point , 

Fifteen  miles  from  New  Haven,  is  a  headland  on  the  Sound,  two  miles 
east  from  Sachem’s  Head.  The  Guilford  depot  of  the  Shore  Line  Railway, 
is  little  more  than  half  a  mile  distant,  where  eight  trains  stop  daily — four 
from  New  Haven  and  four  from  New  London.  “The  Pavilion,”  is  a  very 
quiet,  and  highly  respectable  hotel,  largely  patronized  by  many  families 
from  New  York,  Hartford,  &c.,  who  are  in  the  habit,  year  after  year,  of 
making  the  Point  their  summer’  home.  The  house  is  very  pleasantly  sit¬ 
uated  on  a  beautiful  lawn,  fronting  the  Sound.  It  has  accommodations  for 
about  one  hundred  guests.  The  usual  conveniences  are  found  here  for  fish¬ 
ing,  bathing,  rowing,  sailing,  bowling,  &c.  The  shell  fish  taken  at  the  Poiut 
are  sai  to  be  the  finest  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  proprietor  is  at  all  times 
during  the  season,  prepared  to  entertain  parties  from  New  Haven,  or  else¬ 
where,  with  dinner  or  supper. 


DRIVES  AROUND  NEW  HAVEN. 

West  Haven. 

The  vicinity  of  New  Haven  abounds  in  fine  drives.  Beginning  on  the 
west  side  of  the  harbor,  West  Haven  is  a  beautiful  village,  about  three  miles 
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from  the  city,  very  much  like  an  English  village  in  appearance,  with  its 
rural  green  and  venerable  trees.  It  is  a  place  of  some  historic  interest,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  landing  here  of  the  British  troops,  under  command  of  Gens. 
Tryon  and  Garth,  during  the  revolutionary  war.  Early  on  the  morning  of 
July  5th,  1779,  two  English  men-of-war,  with  forty-eight  tenders,  trans- 
ports,  & c, ,  entered  the  harbor.  At  sunrise,  about  one-half  of  their  land 
force,  (1,500  men,)  under  the  command  of  Gen.  Garth,  landed  at  Savin 
Rock  beach,  the  officers  making  their  temporary  headquarters  at  the  old 
Kimberly  house,  (still  standing,)  about  half  way  between  West  Haven  vil¬ 
lage  and  the  place  of  landing.  The  troops  were  mustered  on  West  Haven 
Green,  and  commenced  their  march  for  New  Haven.  Soon  after  the  ad¬ 
vance,  skirmishing  occurred  between  the  enemy  and  our  own  people.  Ad¬ 
jutant  Campbell  was  killed  while  ascending  Milford  Hill.  The  tradition 
among  the  old  people  of  the  vicinity  is,  that  he  was  shot  by  a  lad  by  the 
name  of  Johnson,  who,  taking  an  old  fashioned  musket,  and  creeping  among 
the  whortleberry  bushes  growing  on  the  side  of  the  hill,  lay  down  to  ob¬ 
serve  what  was  going  on.  An  officer  on  horseback  soon  after  appeared 
ascending  the  hill,  in  advance  of  a  small  squad  of  men,  when  the  lad  shot 
at  him,  and  saw  him  fall  from  his  horse.  Campbell  was  carried  into  the 
house  of  the  mother  of  the  boy,  where  he  soon  after  died  of  his  wound. 
He  is  buried  in  a  field,  still  called  “  Campbell’s  Lot,  ”  about  300  feet  north 
of  the  road  leading  to  Milford.  A  low  stone,  with  the  name  “  Campbell, 
1779,  ”  in  the  south-west  corner  of  the  field,  marks  his  grave. 

West  Haven  is  reached  by  two  roads;  one  the  old  road  through  Ailing- 
town,  and  the  other  from  the  City  Point  road,  across  the  new  bridge 
built  in  1861  at  the  mouth  of  West  River.  A  very  pleasant  drive  is  found 
by  crossing  the  new  bridge,  passing  the  West  Haven  Green,  and  down  to 
Savin  Rock.  The  return  drive  to  the  city  by  West  Bridge,  will  carry  the 
stranger  past  the  Catholic  Cemetery,  the  State  Hospital,  St.  John’s  Church, 
&c. 

Westville. 

A  longer  and  more  retired  drive  may  be  found  by  passing  on  the  West 
side  of  the  river,  through  Allingtown  to  the  Derby  road,  and  so  into  the 
city;  or,  it  may  be  protracted  by  continuing  on  the  road  to  Westville,  over 
the  high  ground  which  commands  a  fine  view  of  New  Haven,  passing  the 
residence  of  Donald  G.  Mitchell,  Esq.,  late  U.  S.  Consul  to  Venice,  author 
of  “  Reveries  of  a  Bachelor.  ”  &c.  The  village  of  Westville  is  picturesquely 
situated  at  the  foot  of  West  Rock,  and  is  a  thriving  manufacturing  commu¬ 
nity.  As  you  rise  the  hill  from  Westville,  passing  into  the  city,  the  emi¬ 
nence  on  the  left  indicates  the  place  where  entrenchments,  traces  of  which 
are  still  visible,  were  thrown  up  by  the  Americans,  to  resist  the  advance  of 
Gen.  Garth.  A  spirited  contest  here  ensued,  in  which  numbers  were 
wounded,  and  a  few  killed  on  each  side. 
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Maltby  Parle. 

In  1861  the  Fair  Haven  Water  Company  was  chartered  by  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  of  the  State.  The  company  was  soon  after  duly  organized,  and  after 
prospecting  for  some  time  for  the  best  source  of  water  supply,  they  finally 
purchased  the  large  tract  of  land,  now  known  as  “  Maltby  Park,  ”  and  com¬ 
menced  the  location  of  their  reservoirs  therein,  at  a  distance  of  about  two 
miles  from  New  Haven,  and  about  four  from  Fair  Haven.  It  was  ascer¬ 
tained  that  the  capacity  of  the  streams  lying  to  the  north  of  the  Derby 
road,  with  the  natural  advantages  of  storing  the  water  flowing  in  them,  and 
the  extensive  system  of  water  shed  naturally  tributary  thereto,  would  fur¬ 
nish  an  ample  supply  of  pure  mountain  water  for  all  domestic,  mechanical, 
and  fire  purposes  in  Fair  Haven,  with  an  average  head  of  about  two  hun¬ 
dred  feet,  taking  the  several  reservoirs  to  be  constructed.  In  developing 
the  resources  of  these  streams,  the  company  soon  became  satisfied  that  an 
abundance  of  water  could  be  procured,  not  only  for  the  use  of  Fair  Haven, 
but  the  entire  city  of  New  Haven,  by  means  of  these  streams  and  those 
available  even  at  a  higher  elevation  on  West  Rock.  They  accordingly  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  Legislature  for  permission  to  supply  New  Haven  as  well  as  Fair 
Haven,  and  fiually,  in  1867,  obtained  the  right  to  lay  their  pipes  in  any  of  the 
streets  of  New  Haven,  on  condition  that  the  same  should  be  approved  by 
the  legal  voters  residing  therein.  The  charter  of  the  company,  as  thus 
amended,  was  approved  by  the  vote  taken,  and  the  mains  of  the  compiany 
have  been  laid  into  the  western  part  of  the  city. 

Three  large  reservoirs,  or  more  properly  “  Lakes,  ”  have  been  constructed 
in  Maltby  Park,  containing  about  four  hundred  million  gallons  of  water,  and 
the  grounds  have  been  laid  out  into  charming  and  romantic  drives,  so  that  it 
is  really  one  of  the  most  attractive  localities  in  the  vicinity  of  our  city. 
The  company  has  also  constructed  a  large  lake,  called  “  Lake  Wiutergreen,” 
on  the  north  eastern  slope  of  West  Rock,  covering  something  over  sixty 
acres,  and  having  an  elevation  of  240  feet.  The  capacity  of  this  lake  is 
about  four  hundred  million  gallons,  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  amount  of 
annual  overflow  is  fully  equal  to  twice  the  capacity  of  the  lake.  With  the 
whole  system  of  reservoirs  completed,  there  will  be  eight  lakes  in  Maltby 
Park,  with  a  capacity  of  about  seven  hundred  million  gallons,  andfour  on  the 
West  Rock  slope  with  a  capacity  of  over  two  thousand  million  gallons  of 
water,  and  covering  altogether,  both  systems,  over  four  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  of  land.  The  company  are  sanguine  of  their  ultimate  success,  and 
they  have  certainly  demonstrated  that  their  efforts  thus  far  are  anything  but 
utopian. 

Hamilton  Park. 

Was  opened  to  the  public  by  a  few  public-spirited  proprietor’s,  in  the  year 

1859.  Previous  to  that  time,  New  Haven  possessed  no  appropriate  place

for  agricultural  fairs,  or  for  other  objects  needing  accommodations  for  a 
large  concourse  of  people.  The  grounds  have  been  handsomely  arranged,  a 
fine  course  for  trotting  laid  out,  and  convenient  buildings  for  visitors 
erected.  The  ground  within  the  course  has  been  excavated  for  a  skating 
pond  in  winter,  which  is  filled  by  a  steam  pump,  from  the  water  of  the  river 
which  bounds  the  ground  on  the  west.  Arrangements  have  recently  been 
.made,  by  which  the  attractions  of  the  place  have  been  largely  increased. 
The  ground  inclosed  for  the  Park  is  about  forty  acres. 

West  Hock. 

Furnishes  the  most  extensive  view  to  be  obtained  of  New  Haven  and  its 
■vicinity.  The  City  Horse  Cars  run  during  the  day  to  Westville  bridge, 
from  which  point  visitors  will  find  it  a  half  hour’s  walk  to  the  summit  of 
the  Rock.  About  half  a  mile  north,  is  the  oelebrated 

Judge’s  Cave. 

It  consists  of  huge  boulders,  apparently  thrown  together  by  some  convul' 
■sion  of  nature.  There  were  formerly  three  of  the  larger  stones,  each  rising 
to  a  height  of  fifteen  or  twenty  feet,  with  openings  a  tew  feet  wide  between 
their  bases.  Some  years  since  the  center  was  struck  by  lightning,  -which 
did  considerable  damage,  and  greatly  altered  the  appearance  of  the  Rock. 
More  than  two  hundred  years  ago,  these  narrow  fissures  were  the  only  home 
of  two  men,  whose  names  were  once  memorable  in  England, — General  Ed¬ 
ward  Whalley,  and  General  William  Goffe,  both  of  whose  signatures  are 
affixed  to  the  warrant  for  the  execution  of  King  Charles  I.  These  gentle¬ 
men  had  fled  at  the  Restoration,  and  made  their  appearance  at  New  Haven 
in  the  Spring,  of  1661.  To  protect  their  friends  here  from  the  suspicion  of 
harboring  rebels,  they  betook  themselves  to  this  wild  retreat,  where  they 
were  supplied  with  food  by  Richard  Sperry,  the  nearest  inhabitant  to  the 
rock.  Tradition  says,  that  they  were  frightened  from  the  place  by  the  pa- 
pearance  in  the  night  of  a  panther  or  catamount. 

A  pleasant  half  hour’s  ramble  in  a  northeasterly  direction,  leads  to 
mp.nt.ic  spot,  called 

Wintergveen  Falls. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  agreeable  places  for  the  visit  of  pleasure  parties,  that 
can  be  found  in  the  vicinity  of  N e w  Haven.  Those  who  prefer  a  carriage 
to  the  horse  cars  can  approach  nearer  the  Judge’s  Cave,  by  following  the 
road  at  the  foot  of  the  Rock,  north  to  the  first  dwelling  on  the  right  hand 
side,  opposite  which  is  the  direct  ascent  to  the  Cave.  The  shortest  way 
both  to  Judge’s  Cave,  or  Wintergreen  Falls,  is  through  Goffe  and  Crescent 
streets.  To  visit  the  latter  place,  those  not  familiar  with  its  situation,  will 
find  it  necessary  to  make  inquiries  at  some  of  the  dwellings  near  the  foot  of 
the  Rock. 


The  Village  of  Whitneyville 

Is  a  pleasant  place  for  strangers  to  visit.  Its  distance  is  little  more  than 
two  miles  from  the  city,  and  can  be  reached  by  two  or  three  different 
roads, — either  by  the  Hamden  road,  through  Broadway,  or  by  Prospect 
street,  through  the  woods  and  past  the  reservoir,  or  directly  by  the  Hartford 
turnpike.  The  pleasantest  of  these  drives,  especially  in  a  warm  day,  is  that 
through  the  woods,  both  from  its  shadiness,  and  from  the  fine  views  both  of 
East  and  West  Rock,  to  be  seen  at  intervals  on  the  road.  The  village 
itself  was  built  up  by  Eli  Whitney,  Esq.,  the  distinguished  inventor  of  the' 
cottomgin.  In  the  year  1798,  Mr.  Whitney,  having  obtained  a  contract 
from  the  United  States  for  the  manufacture  of  ten  thousand  stand  of  arms, 
purchased  the  site  of  the  place,  and  erected  his  factory,  together  with  al 
number  of  tenements  for  workmen.  Mr.  Whitney  died  in  1825.  The 
factory,  greatly  enlarged,  is  now  owned  by  his  son,  who  continues  the  man¬ 
ufacture  of  fire  arms. 


New  Haven  Water  Company. 

Mill  river,  on  which  the  factory  is  situated,  furnishes  New  Haven  with  its 
water.  A  new  and  very  substantial  dam  was  built  in  1861.  1  he  dwellings 

on  the  sides  of  the  stream  above  wore  removed,  and  the  interval  between 
the  high  lands  on  each  side  the  river,  flooded.  The  reservoir  for  the  sup¬ 
ply  of° the  city,  is  situated  on  the  elevated  land  between  Prospect  street  and 
the  old  Hartford  Turnpike,  about  a  mile  from  the  dam.  The  pump  by  which 
the  water  is  forced  into  the  reservoir  has,  until  within  the  last  year,  been 
driven  by  the  surplus  water  of  Mill  river.  To  provide  against  the  contin¬ 
gency  of  drouth  and  avoid  the  very  large  consumption  of  water  occasioned 
by  pumping  with  water  power,  steam  machinery  for  that  purpose  has  been 
introduced  on  a  large  scale,  the  purpose  being  to  use  it  whenever  the  waste 
water  is  not  amply  sufficient  to  drive  the  pumping  machinery.  With  this 
economy  of  supply,  it  is  believed  that  the  Company  will  be  able  to  meet  all 
the  wants  of  consumers,  and  that  no  such  contingency  will  again  arise  as 
that  happening  in  the  unexampled  drouth  of  last  season.  The  Company  have 
made  a  large  increase  the  last  year  in  the  extension  of  their  mains  apd  dis¬ 
tribution  pipes,  and  have  virtually  occupied  all  the  more  thickly  settled  poi- 
tions  of  the  city.  Their  water  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  the  supply  has 
always  been  ample,  except  in  a  few  instances  of  extreme  drouth, 


Fast  Hock. 

This  beautiful  eminence  is  reached  by  a  short  ride  over  Neck  Budge, 
and  by  an  ascent  not  difficult  for  carriages.  The  city,  the  harbor  the  ship¬ 
ping  Long  Island  Sound,  and  in  the  distance  Long  Island  itself,  unite  to 
ferm  a  singularly  beautiful  panorama.  A  house  of  entertainment  can  be 
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found  on  the  brow  of  the  rock,  with  a  howling  alley  for  those  who  like  the 
amusement.  Parties  on  foot  will  find  the  return  to  the  city  over  the  rock, 
by  the  way  of  Whitneyville,  to  he  a  pleasant  walk.  Parties  on  horseback, 
or  even  in  carriages,  (though  the  road  is  not  to  he  commended  for  vehicles,) 
will  find  a  beautiful  view  of  the  face  of  the  Rock,  by  turning  to  the  left  after 
reaching  its  foot,  and  following  up  the  stream  either  to  Potter’s  Bridge,  or 
to  Whitneyville.  A  pleasant  ride  entirely  round  the  rock,  is  had  by  the 
Whitneyville  road,  to  the  covered  bridge  above  the  dam  and  by  takmg  the 
first  road  to  the  right  after  crossing  the  stream  and  then  into  the  city. 
Those  who  are  fond  of  a  drive  by  the  water,  will  find  a  pleasant  one  over 
Reck  Bridge  to  Lewis’  Bridge,  thence  down  the  Quinnipiack  to  Fair  Ilav  en, 
and  across  the  railyoad  to  the  old  ferry  point. 

Fair  Haven. 

The  village  of  Fair  Haven  is  well  worth  a  visit,  by  all  who  are  curious  to 
know  how  the  remotest  settlements  of  the  far  West  are  supplied  with  that 
standing  American  luxury, — “Fair  Haven  Oysters.”  It  can  be  reached  in  a 
brief  time,  either  by  the  Horse  Railroad,  or  by  private  carriages.  A  short 
walk  from  the  terminus  of  the  railroad,  will  lead  the  stranger  to  the  emi¬ 
nence  ou  the  East,  which  overlooks  nearly  all  of  the  Quinnipiack  Valley. 
The  elegant  and  commodious  residences  of  Chas.  Ives,  Esq. ,  and  Hon.  James 
F.  Babcock,  occupy  the  two  conspicuous  sites  on  either  side  of  the  road. 
To  parties  in  carriages,  desirous  of  finding  a  charming  rural  drive,  the  road 
running  eastward  from  these  mansions,  for  two  or  three  miles,  then  south¬ 
ward  to  East  Haven  green,  can  be  commended. 


CEMETERIES. 


Grove  Street  Cemetery. 

The  burial  ground  on  Grove  street,  contains  about  eighteen  acres.  It  is 
said  to  be  the  first  cemetery  in  the  United  States  that  was  laid  out  into  fam¬ 
ily  lots.  Some  who  have  deserved  well  of  their  country  and  of  the  world, 
lie  buried  in  this  inclosure.  Many  more  who  have  been  useful  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  local  public  trusts,  also  rest  here  from  then-  labors.  Rot  an  incon¬ 
siderable  degree  of  taste  has  been  exhibited  in  a  number  of  its  monuments* 
The  place  makes  no  pretensions  to  the  elegance  or  the  expenditure  common 
to  the  cemeteries  of  large  metropolitan  cities  ;  it  is  only  a  handsomely  kept, 
well  shaded  burial  ground,  where  the  eye  is  not  offended  with  an  appearance 
of  things  not  in  harmony  with  the  tenderness  and  reverence  due  to  the  dead. 

We  believe  it  has  been  decided  to  erect  a  chapel  near  the  entrance,  where, 
in  inclement  weather,  burial  services  may  be  held. 


Evergreen  Cemetery. 

The  lots  in  Grove  Street  Cemetery  having  become  high  in  price,  and  dif¬ 
ficult  to  be  obtained,  a  meeting  of  citizens  was  held  Sept.  15,  1848,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  subject  of  a  new  Cemetery.  An  Association  was 
formed  by  persons  present  at  that  meeting,  who  resolved  that  its  stock 
should  be  divided  into  three  hundred  shares  at  ten  dollars  each.  Directors 
of  the  Association  were  elected  Oct.  1 7th,  who  purchased  from  Rathan 
Peck,  Esq.,  Rov.  20,  1848,  a  tract  of  land,  fronting  on  West  street  about 
700  feet  and  extending  westerly  about  1600  feet  to  the  border  of  the  West 
River  marshes  and  embracing  an  area  of  about  13 £  acres.  In  1 856  a  further 
purchase  was  made  from  the  same  proprietor,  of  24  additional  acres.  The 
grounds  are  admirably  fitted  for  burial  purposes  and  capable  of  being  made 
exceedingly  beautiful,  both  from  their  position  on  the  banks  of  West  River 
and  from  their  diversified  surface.  The  first  burial  in  the  Cemetery  was 
made  in  the  year  1848. 

Roman  Catholic  Cemetery. 

The  Cemetery  in  Davenport  Avenue  for  the  burial  of  Roman  Catholics 
was  opened  in  the  year  1834.  After  a  few  years,  the  grounds  were  found 
wholly  inadequate  to  the  largely  increased  numbers  of  Catholics  in  the  city, 
and  a  purchase  of  a  large  and  level  tract  of  land  on  Columbus  street  near 
the  West  River,  was  made  in  1850,  and  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese.  Many  handsome  monuments  have  already  been  erected,  and  the  gen¬ 
eral  appearance  of  the  Cemetery  is  very  creditable  to  those  who  have  it  in 
charge.  An  elegant  monument  was  erected  a  few  years  since  in  the  south  part 
of  the  grounds  to  the  memory  of  the  first  Bishops  of  the  Hartford  Diocese 
Bishop  Wm.  Tyler,  who  died  in  1849,  and  Bishop  B.  O’Rielly,  who  was  lost 
at  sea  in  the  year  1856. 

Hebrew  Cemetery. 

A  purchase  was  made  by  the  Jewish  residents  of  the  city  several  years 
since,  of  a  piece  of  ground  on  the  north  side  of  Whalley  Avenue,  opposite 
Hamilton  Park,  containing  about  l£  acres,  which  has  since  been  used  ex¬ 
clusively  by  them  as  a  place  of  burial.  Adjoining  it  on  the  east,  and  within 
tbd  city  limits,  is  the  burial  place  of  the  inhabitants  of  Westville.  Previous 
to  this,  the  dead  of  this  village  were  buried  with  the  other  inhabitants  of 
the  town.

termination,  thence  in  the  same  straight  line  to 
Pits  intersection  with  the  boundary  line  of  the 
Third  Ward,  thence  following  the  boundary  line 
of  the  Third  Ward  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Fifth  Ward — Commencing  at  Neck  Bridge, 
passing  through  the  center  of  State  street  to 
Franklin,  through  Franklin  southerly  to  its  ter¬ 
mination,  thence  in  the  same  straight  line  to  its 
intersection  with  the  boundary  line  of  th^  Third 
Ward,  thence  following  said  boundary  line 


southerly  and  easterly  to  Mill  River,  thence 
following  Mill  River  northerly  to  the  place 
of  beginning. 

Sixth  Ward — Commencing  at  the  City  limit

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

Police  Office,  City  Hall. 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  at  its 
May  session.  1869,  the  municipal  police  of 
New  Haven  are  under  the  control  of  a  board 
of  four  commissioners,  appointed  by  the 
Court  of  Common  Council.  The  Police  corps 
are  limited  to  fifty  policemen,  designated  as 
“ordinary,”  and  fifteen  entitled  “supernumer¬ 
ary,”  who  are  appointed  by  the  Commissioners. 
The  Commissioners  and  the  Policemen  are  ap¬ 
pointed  for  two  years  from  July  15th  of  each 
year  in  which  they  are  appointed  ;  the  places 
of  two  of  the  former  being  vacated  each  year. 
The  terms  of  service  of  the  policemen  do  not 
form  a  regular  series  like  those  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners.

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  KEY  HOLDERS. 

1.  On  the  breaking  out  of  a  fire,  notice  should 
be  immediately  communicated  to  the  nearest 
Alarm  Box,  Keys  of  which  arc  always  in  the 
hands  of  the  Police,  and  responsible  persons  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Boxes. 

.  2.  Key  holders,  upon  the  discovery  or  posi¬ 
tive  information  of  afire,  will  unlock  the  box, 
pull  down  the  slide  or  hook  once,  and  let  go. 
This  gives  the  desired  alarm  all  over  the  city,  re¬ 
peating  itself  five  times. 


3.  All  persons  giving  fire  alarms  are  request¬ 
ed  to  remain  by  the  box  a  moment,  and  if  no 
clicking  is  heard  in  the  box,  pull  again;  if  you 
still  hear  no  clicking,  go  to  the  next  nearest  box 
and  give  the  alarm  from  that. 

4.  Never  signal  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance. 
Never  touch  the  hook  except  to  give  an  alarm  of 
fire.  Be  sure  the  box  is  locked  before  leaving  it. 
Give  an  alarm  for  no  cause  other  than  an  actual 
fire.  Do  not  give  an  alarm  for  a  chimney. 

5.  Owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  are 
requested  to  inform  themselves  of  the  location 
of  the  Signal  Boxes  near  their  property,  also,  the 
places  where  the  keys  are  kept.  Be  sure  the 
alarm  is  properly  given.  One  single  stroke  of 
the  City  Hall  Bell  and  Engine  House  Gongs  is 
not  given  for  an  alarm  of  fire. 

6.  Bell  Ringers  will  see  the  necessity  of  being 
particular  to  strike  the  correct  number  of  the 
oox  from  whence  the  alarm  is  given,  always  to 
be  guided  by  the  City  Hall  Bell.  Second  alarms 
for  the  same  fire  will  only  be  given  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  or  one  of  his  assistants. 

7.  Alarms  will  be  sounded  on  the  Fire  Bells 
thus :  For  box  5,  five  strokes,  l-l-l-l-l,  with 
short  intervals,  and  repeating.  For  box  32, 
three  strokes,  1-1-1,  a  pause,  tnen  two  strokes, 
1-1,  a  pause,  and  repeating.  Alarms  for  other 
numbers  are  given  in  a  like  manner. 

8.  Ten  successive  strokes  upon  the  City  Hall 
Bell  will  be  given  as  a  signal  for  calling  out  the 
military.

EXTRACTS  FROM  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

A  BY-LAW  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  TUE  FIRE 
ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Court  of  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  New  Haven : 

Section  1.  That  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  wilfully  deface,  injure  or  destroy  the  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph  in  this  city,  or  any  part  there¬ 
of,  or  any  of  its  appurtenances,  or  shall  wilftdly 
interfere  with  or  do  any  thing  to  the  same,  so  as 
to  prevent  or  delay  the  proper  and  timely  use 
thereof,  shall  for  every  such  offense  forfeit  and 
pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  city, 
the  amount  of  said  penalty  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Court  having  cognizance  of  the  offense. 

Sec.  2.  Anv  person  who  shall  open  any  alarm 
box  connected  with  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph, 
except  by  the  authority  of,  or  witli  the  keys  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  therefor  a  pen¬ 
alty  of  twenty -five  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  Suit  may  be  brought  for  said  penal¬ 
ties  by  complaint  and  forthwith  process,  as  in 
ordinary  criminal  proceedings.

BUILDINGS. 

Any  owner  or  occupant  of  any  building  or 
part  of  a  building,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse

shall  affix  to  the  same,  or  retain  thoreon  more 
than  one  day,  any  number  contrary  to  the  di¬ 
rection  of  said  Board,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offense  ;  and  a 
like  penalty  for  every  day  thereafter,  until  the 
directions  of  said  Board  are  complied  with.

No  chimney  shall  be  cleaned  by  burning,  un¬ 
less  in  the  day  time,  and  when  rain  or  snow  is 
falling. 

No  ashes  shall  be  kept  in  any  wooden  box, 
cask  or  barrel,  or  emptied  on  any  wooden  floor, 
in  any  building  in  said  city. 

No  stove  or  furnace  shall  be  used  in  any 
building  in  said  city,  unless  the  pipe  or  pipes 
thereof  be  conducted  into  a  chimney. 

No  stove  pipe  shall  be  permitted  to  pass 
through  any  wooden  partition,  unless  such  par¬ 
tition  shall,  on  ad  sides,  be  separated  at  least 
two  inches  from  such  pipe,  and  protected  by  tin, 
sheet  iron,  or  other  fire-proof  shield. 

No  stove  or  stove  pipe,  in  use,  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  within  eighteen  inches  of  any  wooden 
partition,  unless  such  partition  shall  be  protect¬ 
ed  by  tin  or  sheet  iron  covering. 

Every  stove  or  furnace  in  said  city,  when  in 
use  upon  any  wooden  floor  or  upon  any  carpet, 
shall  stand  upon  a  metal  plate  or  box,  or  equiv¬ 
alent  fire-proof  protection,  projecting  beyond 
the  furnace  or  stove  on  all  sides,  and  at  least 
one  foot  in  front  of  the  door. 

No  person  shall  deposit  or  keep  any  hay, 
stalks,  straw,  husks,  or  flags  in  any  building  in 
said  city,  wherein  any  person  dwells  or  in  which 
a  fire  is  kindled,  nntil  the  arrangement  in  such 
building  for  heating  purposes  shall  have  been 
examined  and  approved  by  the  Fire  Marshal. 

No  person  shall  carry  into,  or  use  in,  any 
barn,  stable,  or  other  building  in  which  hay 
stalks,  straw,  husks,  or  flags  are  deposited,  any 
lighted  candle,  lamp  or  fire,  unless  the  same  be 
well  secured  in  a  lantern,  nor  ca.iry  into  such 
building  a  lighted  pipe  or  cigar.  No  person 
shall  keep  for  use  any  wooden  spittoon  unless 
lined  with  fire-proof  material. 

Every  person  guilty  of  keeping  matches  for 
use  in  any  building  in  said  city,  except  in  a  fire¬ 
proof  box  or  match  safe,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Every  person  guilty  ot  throwing  or  dropping 
any  matches,  unused  or  with  any  (ire  on  them, 
into  or  in  any  ham,  stable,  shop,  store,  or  fac¬ 
tory,  or  upon  any  combustible  materials,  in  a 
manner  dangerous  to  any  property,  or  throwing 
or  dropping  any  fire-works  in  like  manner, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
one,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  lor 
every  sucli  offense. 
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No  machine  or  contrivance  shall  be  used  in 
any  building,  in  said  city,  for  generating  gas 
from  oil  or  other  fluid,  for  lighting  purposes, 
without  a  license  therefor,  under  the  hand  of 
the  Fire  Marshal,  by  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

No  bonfire  shall  be  kindled  in  any  street  or 
public  park  within  the  Fire  District  of  said  city, 
nor  in  any  part  of  said  city,  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  any  building,  except  in  gardens,  nor  in 
any  garden  within  twenty-five  feel  of  any  build¬ 
ing,  nor  in  any  garden  except  between  sunrise 
and  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  Every  per¬ 
son  who  shall  kindle  or  assist  in  kindling,  a 
bonfire,  contrary  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  or 
aid  in  supplying  any  fuel  or  combustibles  to 
such  bonfire,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

No  person  shall  pile,  or  cause  to  be  piled,  any 
boards,  timber,  shingles,  lath,  or  other  lumber, 
in  the  vicinity  of  any  dwelling  house  in  said 
city,  at  any  less  distance  from  such  dwelling 
house,  at  the  nearest  point,  than  double  the 
height  of  such  pile.  Every  person  who  shall 
vu  late  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section, 
s  all  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol¬ 
lars  for  each  offense,  and  a  like  penalty  for  ev¬ 
ery  week  such  pile  shall  be  continued  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  this  section.

NUISANCES. 

Every  encroachment  upon  any  street  beyond 
the  street  line,  by  any  fence,  building  or  step, 
shall  be  deemed  a  common  nuisance. 

Every  obstruction  of  any  street,  public  square 
or  walk  in  said  City,  contrary  to  any  provision 
of  the  Ordinance  concerning  Streets,  shall  be 
deemed  a  common  nuisance. 

Every  excavation  or  opening  in  any  sidewalk, 
street,  or  square,  and  every  cellar-way  or  other 
descent  near  the  line  of  any  street  likely  to  en¬ 
danger  or  inconvenience  passengers,  and  con¬ 
trary  to  any  provision  of  the  Ordinance  con¬ 
cerning  Streets,  shall  be  deemed  a  common 
nuisance. 

Every  rope,  guy,  support  and  brace,  fastened 
to  or  set  against  any  hydrant,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance  concerning  Water, 
shall  be  deemed  a  common  nuisance. 

Any  stone,  wood,  timber,  lumber  of  any  kind, 
iron,  coal,  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  freight 
of  any  kind,  refuse  or  rubbish,  in  or  upon  any 
flat,  slip,  quay,  dock  or  public  landing  place  in 
said  City  fora  period  of  more  than  two  days 
to  the  encroachment  on  or  obstruction  of,  such 
flat,  slip,  quay,  dock  or  public  landing  place,  or 
to  the  inconvenience  of  any  person  having  law¬ 
ful  occasion  to  use  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  a 
common  nuisance. 

Every  person  placing  or  leaving  such  incum¬ 
brance,  or  causing  or  procuring  the  same  to  be 
left  and  to  remain  as  atoresaid,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one,  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars,  for  every  day,  after 
said  two  days  shall  have  expired,  until  said  in¬ 
cumbrance  shall  have  been  removed. 

The  placing  or  depositing  in  or  on  any  street 
or  sidewalk,  or  the  dragging  along  or  across 
the  same,  any  offal,  filth,  hides,  or  other  offen¬ 
sively  smelling  substance,  causing  such  street  or 
sidewalk  to  be  in  an  unclean  and  offensively 
smelling  condition,  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance. 

No  person  shall  convey  or  cause  to  be  con¬ 
veyed  through  any  street  or  portion  of  any 
street  in  said  City,  any  white  fish,  without  a 
written  license  therefor,  specifying  the  street  or 
streets  through  which  such  white  fish  may  be 
conveyed,  under  the  hand  of  the  acting  Mayor, 
as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  concerning  Li¬ 
censes  and  Permits.  And  any  violation  of  this 
section,  or  of  the  conditions  and  requirement  of 
such  license,  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance. 

The  dressing  or  cleaning  of  any  fish,  birds, 


poultry  or  animal  of  any  kind  in  or  upon  any 
public  or  private  landing  place,  or  on  any  wharf 
or  bridge,  or  on  the  margin  of  any  basin,  cove, 
creek,  brook  or  river,  or  on  any  railroad,  street 
or  public  square,  or  on  the  shore  of  the  harbor, 
or  on  the  harbor  above  low  water  mark  ;  or  the 
laying,  placing  or  leaving  in  any  such  place  any 
animal  or  vegetable  subsiance  liable  to  putrify, 
or  the  placing  and  leaving  any  such  substance 
in  any  other  place  in  said  City,  without  burying 
or  otherwise  securing  the  same  so  that  no 
stench,  contagion  or  contamination  of  the  air 
can  arise  therefrom,  shall  be  deemed  a  nui¬ 
sance. 

The  owner  of  every  animal  that  shall  die  or 
be  found  dead  in  said  city,  except  where  such 
animal  has  been  killed  for  food  and  is  fit  for 
food,  shall  cause  such  animal  to  be  immediately 
buried,  at  least  three  feet  under  ground,  or  car¬ 
ried  beyond  the  City  limits,  and  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  every  neglect  or  refusal 
so  to  do. 

Every  violation  of  the  Ordinance  concerning 
Streets,  or  of  the  Ordinance  concerning  Sewers 
by  throwing  or  leaving  any  fruit  or  pieces  of 
fruit  on  any  sidewalk,  or  by  throwing  into  or 
leaving  in  any  street,  gutter,  gully-shoot,  or 
catch  basin,  any  ashes,  cinders,  d^-ad  animal, 
animal  or  vegetable  subsiance,  dirty  water, 
brine,  rubbish  or  other  substance,  likely  to  ren¬ 
der  such  street,  gutter,  gully-shoot  or  catch  ba¬ 
sin,  unclean,  or  to  impair  its  usefulness  to  the 
public,  shall  be  deemed  a  common  nuisance. 

Every  lot  and  premises  in  said  city  in  which 
there  shall  be  a  manufactory,  or  a  dwelling 
house,  or  any  other  building  having  rooms  for 
the  occupation  of  tenants,  shall  have,  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith,  a  suitable  earth  closet,  or  a 
suitable  privy  or  privies,  fixed  to  discharge  into 
some  public  sewer  or  into  tide  water  or  into  a 
suitable  vault,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

No  privy  shall  hereafter  be  erected  or  suf¬ 
fered  to  remain  in  said  city ,  unless  so  construct¬ 
ed  that  the  filth  therefrom  shall  be  immediately 
passed  into  some  public  sewer,  or  where  such 
filth  will  fall  into  tide  water  and  be  effectually 
carried  off  daily  by  the  tide,  ot  having  a  vault 
sunk  under  the  same  to  the  depth  of  at  least 
six  feet,  of  the  full  length  and  width  of  such 
privy, and  closed  up  to  the  building  on  all  sides. 

No  privy  vault  shall  be  suffered  to  be  at  any 
time  filled  within  two  feet  of  the  general  sur¬ 
face  of  the  ground  around  such  privy. 

No  privy  vault  shall  be  drained  into  any  hole 
or  excavation  in  the  earth,  without  a  permit 
therefor  from  the  Street  Inspector,  but  when 
the  same  requires  cleaning,  the  contents  shall 
be  taken  out  and  carted  away,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

No  privy  shall  be  kept  or  suffered  to  remain 
in  such  a  condition  as  to  be  offensive,  by  its 
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scent,  to  the  neighborhood  or  to  passengers  in 
any  street,  except  temporarily,  while  being 
cleaned,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

No  privy  vault  shall  be  cleaned,  nor  shall  the 
Contents  thereof  be  carted  through  any  street 
of  said  city,  except  between  the  first  day  of  De¬ 
cember  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  then 
next  succeeding,  and  between  the  hours  of  ten 
and  four  o’clock,  in  the  night  season.  Provided, 
however,  if  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  or  alteration  of  any  building,  or  in  order  to 
abate  a  nuisance,  to  remove  the  contents  of  any 
vault  at  any  other  time,  the  Street  Inspector 
may  issue  a  special  permit  therefor,  prescribing 
the  time  and  manner  of  such  removal,  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  Ordinance  concerning  Licenses  and 
Permits. 

Every  occupant  of  any  house,  building  or 
tenement  in  said  city,  shall  keep  the  same,  and 
the  yard  or  premises  connected  therewith,  in  a 
clean  condition,  and  free  from  filth  and  sub¬ 
stances  likely  to  infect  the  air  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  and  shall  collect  in  one  place  in  such  yard 
or  premises  all  the  house  dirt  or  offal,  and  when 
the  same  shall  become  offensive,  as  aforesaid, 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed.  And  every 
landlord  or  agent  of  the  landlord,  having  gene¬ 
ral  charge  of  such  premises,  shall  cause  the 
same  to  conform  to  this  Ordinance,  within  three 
days  after  receiving  notice  to  that  effect  from 
the  Street  Inspector. 

Every  person  who  shall  keep  any  horses,  cat 
tie,  goats  or  swine  in  said  city,  shall  keep  and 
maintain  the  building,  stable,  pen  or  other.place 
in  which  such  animal  or  animals  shall  be  kept, 
in  such  a  clean  condition,  and  dispose  of  the 
manure  in  such  a  manner,  that  the  neighbors  or 
persons  passing  in  the  street  shall  not  be  incom¬ 
moded  by  the  smell  therefrom. 

No  person  shall  keep  any  guano  or  other 
fertilizing  substance,  in  said  city,  for  any  pur¬ 
pose  whatever,  ir.  such  a  manner  as  directly  or 
indirectly  to  become  offensive  by  the  nffiuvia 
arising  therefrom,  to  any  person  residing  in 
the  neighborhood  or  passing  in  the  street. 

No  building  or  yard  shall  hereafter  be  kept 
or  used  in  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  killing 
or  dressing  therein  any  animal  or  animals,  for 
hire  or  for  market,  sale  or  exportation,  without 
license  and  restrictions. 

No  person  shall  hereafter  kill  or  dress,  or  as¬ 
sist  in  killing  or  dressing  in  said  city,  any  ani¬ 
mal  usually  intended  for  food,  except  ill  a  build¬ 
ing  duly  licensed,  as  provided  in  the  next  pre¬ 
ceding  section,  or  upon  the  premises  occupied 
by  the  family  for  whose  private  use  such  animal 
is  intended. 

No  buildtng,  tan-vat,  yard  or  premises  shall 
hereafter  be  used  in  said  city,  for  the  purpose 
of  tanning  or  dressing  leather  or  skins,  or  for 
any  part  of  any  process  for  dressing  or  tanning 


leather  or  skins,  without  license  and  restric¬ 
tions. 

.  No  person  shall  place,  leave  or  suffer  to  re¬ 
main  upon  any  premises  in  said  >  ity,  any  ma¬ 
nure  or  fertilizing  or  refuse  matter,  in  such  man¬ 
ner  or  condition  as  to  be  offensive  to  those  re¬ 
siding  in  the  neighborhood  or  passing  in  the 
street,  by  any  odors  arising  therefrom. 

Every  drain,  and  every  sink  and  cesspool  in 
said  city  shall  be  so  constructed  and  maintained, 
that  the  same  shall  not  injure  the  water  of  any 
well  or  become  offensive,  by  its  smell,  to  those 
in  the  neighborhood. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  of  any 
premises  in  said  city,  and  of  the  agent  of  such 
owner,  having  charge  of  the  premises,  and  of 
every  occupant  of  such  premises,  to  keep  and 
maintain  the  same  and  the  street  in  the  front 
thereof  to  the  center  of  the  street,  free  from 
any  violation  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance. 

Every  hand  organ  played  more  than  one 
hour  in  any  one  day,  in  any  part  of  a  public 
street  between  the  same  two  cross  streets,  or 
more  than  thirty  minutes  in  front  of  the  same 
premises  shall  be  deemed  a  common  nuisance, 
and  the  person  or  persons  playing  the  same, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

PUBLIC  CONVEYANCES. 

No  hack  or  other  vehicle,  whether  on  wheels 
or  runners,  drawn  by  animal  power,  shall  be 
used  or  employed  to  convey  any  person  from 
place  to  place  in  said  city,  for  hire,  and  no  bag¬ 
gage  wagon,  express  wagon,  cart,  dray,  truck 
or  other  vehicle,  whether  on  wheel-  or  runners, 
shall  be  used  or  employed  to  convey  any  bag¬ 
gage,  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  freight  or  ma¬ 
terials  from  place  to  place  in  said  city,  for  hire, 
unless  in  accordance  with  these  ordinances,  nor 
.  uniess  under  authority  of,  and  pursuant  to  a  li¬ 
cense,  for  such  vehicle,  and  for  each  driver 
thereof,  as  provided  in  this  ordinance,  and  in 
the  ordinance  concerning  licenses  and  permits. 

Every  such  vehicle  shall  have  the  number  of 
such  license  in  figures  in  the  Arabic  character, 
of  not  less  than  one  inch  in  size,  with  light  fig¬ 
ures  on  a  dark  ground,  or  dark  figures  on  a  light 
ground,  at  all  times  fastened  or  painted  on  the 
outside  and  on  each  side  of  the  vehicle,  in  a 
manner  approved  by  chief,  of  police,  and  so  as 
to  be  distinctly  seen  and  easily  read  by  passen¬ 
gers  in  the  street. 

Every  vehicle  for  carrying  passengers,  for 
hire,  shall  at  all  times  have  conspicuously  posted 
on  the  inside,  in  a  manner  approved  by  said 
chief,  and  so  as  to  be  easily  seen  and  read  by 
passengers,  a  card  containing  the  name  of  the 
owner,  the  number  of  the  license,  and  a  tariff  of 
the  tales  of  such  vehicle. 

Every  such  driver  * hall  at  all  times  when  em¬ 


ployed,  or  seeking  employment  for  such  vehicle, 
wear  the  number  of  his  license  conspicuously  on 
his  person,  in  a  manner  directed  by  said  chief ; 
and  he  shall  give,  to  any  one  requiring  it,  his 
name  and  number,  and  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  which  he  drives,  and 
exhibit  a  tariff  of  fares  prescribed  therefor. 

The  following  places  in  said  city  are  desig¬ 
nated  as  the  stands  whereat  said  public  car¬ 
riages  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  may  at 
all  times  stand  waiting  for  employment,  except 
on  the  Sabbath,  viz: 

1.  College  street,  west  side,  between  Elm  and 
Chapel  streets. 

2.  Chapel  street,  north  side,  between  Tem¬ 
ple  and  College  streets. 

3.  Church  street,  west  side,  between  Chapel 
and  Elm  streets. 

4.  Orange  street,  west  side,  between  Court 
and  Elm  streets. 

5.  Crown  street,  south  side,  between  Church 
and  Temple  streets. 

6.  Union  street,  west  side,  between  Chap-1 
street  and  the  crosswalk  between  the  depot  and 
the  U.  S.  Hotel. 

7.  Union  street,  east  side,  between  Chapel 
and  Cherry  streets. 

The  west  side  of  Union  street,  between  the 
south  basement  entrance  of  the  depot  and  Cher¬ 
ry  street,  is  designated  as  the  etand  for  the  ac¬ 
commodation  of  express  and  baggage  wagons 
exclusively. 

State  street,  east  side,  between  Chapel  street 
and  the  Merchant’s  Hotel,  is  designated  as  a 
stand  for  stages  and  omnibuses. 

No  owner  or  driver  of  any  vehicle  for  carry¬ 
ing  passengers  shall  charge,  demand,  or  in  any 
way  receive  for'  carrying  passengers  within 
said  city  limits,  more  than  the  following  prices 
or  rates,  viz : 

For  the  carriage  of  a  single  passenger  with 
one  trunk  and  carpet  bag,  hat  box  or  other  sim¬ 
ilar  article,  from  any  railroad  depot,  steamboat 
landing,  or  other  point  or  place  within  said 
limits,  to  any  railroad  depot,  steamboat  land¬ 
ing,  or  other  point  or  place  within  said  limits, 
fifty  cents. 

For  the  carriage  of  two  passengers,  with  the 
amount  of  baggage  stated  above  for  each,  from 
the  same  railroad  depot,  steamboat  landing,  or 
other  point  or  place,  to  the  same  point,  place  or 
destination,  within  said  city  limits  at  the  same 
time,  seventy-five  cents,  and  for  each  additional 
pas  senger  and  his  baggage,  more  than  two, 
twenty-five  cents.  For  each  additional  trunk, 
hat  box  or  carpet  bag,  ten  cents. 

For  carrying  a  child  over  four  and  under  ten 
years  of  age,  one-half  the  above  rates. 

For  a  carriage  to  and  from  a  party  or  awed- 
ding  within  the  city  limits,  three  dollars. 

For  a  carriage  to  and  from  a  funeral,  three 
dollars. 


And  for  the  use  of  a  hackney  coach  or  equi 
alent  vehicle,  and  two  horses,  two  dollars  per 
hour,  and  at  that  rate  for  fractions  of  an  hour. 

No  owner  or  driver  of  any  baggage  wagon 
or  express  wagon  or  other  vehicle  for  the  car¬ 
riage  of  baggage  or  goods  of  ny  kind  from 
place  to  place  in  said  city,  shall  charge,  de¬ 
mand,  or  in  any  way  receive  more  than  the  fol¬ 
lowing  rates  or  prices,  viz: 

For  the  carriage  of  any  trunk,  chest,  or  other 
article  of  baggage,  or  any  box,  bundle  or  pack¬ 
age  of  goods  of  any  kind  not  exceeding  sixty 
pounds  in  weight,  from  any  point  or  place  with¬ 
in  the  city  limits,  to  any  point  or  place  within 
said  limits,  twenty- five  cents,  and  above  that 
weight,  two  cents  for  every  additional  ten 
pounds  or  fraction  thereof. 

For  each  additional  trunk,  chest,  box,  bun¬ 
dle,  package,  or  other  article,  ten  cents. 

For  the  use  of  an  express  wagon  or  baggage 
wagon,  for  one  entire  day,  five  dollars,  and  at 
that  rate  for  half  a  day. 

For  the  use  of  the  same  by  the  hour  for  any 
period  of  time  less  than  half  a  day,  fifty  cents 
per  hour,  and  at  that  rate  for  fractions  of  an 
hour. 

And  for  moving  a  chest  of  tools,  from  any 
point  or  place  within  said  city  limits,  to  any 
point  or  place  within  said  limits,  fifty  cents. 

No  person  who  shall  employ  any  licensed 
vehicle  m  said  city  to  carry  any  person  or 
property,  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  just  and  es¬ 
tablished  fare  therefor,  or  the  fare  previously 
agreed  to  be  paid  therefor,  under  a  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Every  such  driver  shall  take  the  baggage  or 
otner  goods  of  the  person  for  whom  he  may  be 
employed,  from  the  place  in  which  it  may  be 
deposited  and  deliver  the  same  upon  the  steam¬ 
boat  or  to  the  proper  baggage  master,  or  carry 
the  same  into  any  part  of  the  basement,  first  or 
second  story,  of  the  building  to  which  destined, 
as  the  case  may  be,  without  extra  charge. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

No  person  shall  cut  up  or  dig  up  any  sods  or 
turf  in  any  of  the  streets  or  public  squares  of 
said  city,  with  the  intent  to  remove  or  carry 
away  the  same  ;  nor  shall  any  person  remove 
or  carry  away  any  sods  or  turf,  out  or  dug,  con¬ 
trary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

No  purchaser  of  any  coal  or  firewood  shall 
place  or  permit  any  such  coal  or  firewood  to  re¬ 
main  in  any  street  more  than  thirty  minutes 
after  sunset  in  the  evening  ;  nor  shall  any  great¬ 
er  quantity  than  two  loads  of  such  w7ood  or 
coal,  in  any  case  be  permitted,  by  the  purchas¬ 
er,  or  other  person  having  the  charge  thereof,  to 
lie  or  continue  in  front  of  the  same  premises  in 
any  street. 

Nor  shall  any  purchaser,  or  other  person  as 
aforesaid,  permit  any  such  wood  or  coal,  at  any

time,  by  day  or  night,  to  remain  in  any  street, 
so  as  to  obstruct  the  passage  in  the  same,  nor 
more  than  four  hours  in  any  case. 

No  person  shall  cut,  saw  or  split  any  fire¬ 
wood  upon  any  footway  or  sidewalk  in  said 
city. 

Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  pen¬ 
alty  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  twen¬ 
ty-five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

No  person  shall  throw,  cart,  or  lay  any 
ashes,  offal,  vegetables,  garbage,  dross,  cinders, 
shells,  straw,  shavings,  dirt,  filth,  or  rubbish  of 
any  kind  whatever,  in  or  into  any  street,  or  in 
any  of  the  public  squares  of  said  city  ;  or  shall 
suffer  any  brine,  or  wash  or  dirty  water  to  flow 
into  any  street,  or  throw,  or  permit  the  same  to 
be  thrown  into  any  street  ;  or  throw  or  place 
any  fruit  or  pieces  of  the  same  upon  any  side¬ 
walk  in  said  city. 

No  person  shall  take  or  remove  any  street 
dirt  or  manure,  collected  from  any  street  in  said 
city,  except  in  front  of  his  own  premises,  with¬ 
out  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Road  Commis¬ 
sioners  first  obtained. 

Every  owner  of  any  lot  of  land  which  abuts 
upon  any  streets  in  said  city,  shall,  when  or¬ 
dered  so  to  do  by  the  Court  of  Common  Coun¬ 
cil,  caused  to  be  erected  and  maintained  on  the 
line  of  such  lot  adjoining  the  street  a  suitable 
fence  of  rails,  boards,  or  other  materials  ;  and 
the  Street  Inspector  is  hereby  authorized  to 
erect  such  fence  at  the  expense  of  the  parties  in¬ 
terested,  where,  after  the  passage  of  such  or¬ 
der,  the  owner  or  owners  neglect  to  provide  the 
same. 

No  person  shall  make  a  stand  in  any  street, 
or  in  any  of  the  public  squares  of  said  city,  with 
a  wagon,  wheelbarrow,  or  other  vehicle,  or  shall 
erect  any  booth,  for  the  sale  of  any  article,  or 
for  the  exercise  of  any  business  or  calling,  un¬ 
less  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

No  person  shall  make  any  disturbing  noise 
by  outcry,  blowing  of  horns,  singing,  or  other¬ 
wise  in  any  of  the  streets  or  public  squares  in 
said  city. 

No  person  shall  beat,  shake,  or  clean  any 
carpet,  drug,  rug,  or  oilcloth  of  any  kind  in  or 
upon  any  of  the  streets  or  public  squares  of  said 
city. 

No  person  shall  play  at  foot-ball,  or  any  other 
game  of  ball,  or  quoits,  or  throw  stones,  snow¬ 
balls  or  any  other  thing  liable  to  injure  any  per¬ 
son,  or  frighten  any  horse,  within  any  of  the 
streets,  or  in  any  of  the  public  squares  of  said 
city. 

No  person  shall  shoot  with  or  use  a  bow  and 
arrow,  or  fly  any  kiie,  in  any  street,  or  in  any 
of  the  public  squares  of  said  city. 

No  person  shall  course  or  coast  upon  a  sled 
in  any  srteet  in  said  city,  in  which  there  is  any 
passenger  or  vehicle  at  the  time. 


No  person  shall  play  with  fire  balls  or  fire 
works  of  any  kind  in  any  of  the  streets  or  pub¬ 
lic  squares  in  said  city,  without  permission  of 
th^  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

No  person  shall  throw  down,  or  in  any  man¬ 
ner  injure  or  deface  any  fence,  pump,  watering 
trough,  seat,  or  other  work  of  ornament  or 
utility  erected  by  authority,  in  or  upon  any  of 
the  streets  or  public  .squares  of  said  city. 

No  persons  shall  assemble  idly  and  re¬ 
main  in  crowds  upon  any  footway,  sidewalk 
or  crosswalk  in  any  street,  or  in  any  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  squares  of  said  city,  or  before  any  church  or 
public  building,  or  before  or  within  any  ceme¬ 
tery  in  said  city,  and  all  persons  to  the  number 
of  three  or  more  so  assembling,  and  refusing  to 
disperse  when  commanded  so  to  do  by  a  police  of¬ 
ficer,  special  constable,  alderman,  or  the  Mayor 
of  said  city,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of 
not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  of¬ 
fense. 

No  owner,  or  person  having  for  the  time  being 
the  care  or  use  of  any  horse,  or  other  beast  of 
burden,  carriage  or  draught,  shall  ride,  drive,  or 
permit  the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than  an 
ordinary  troi,  or  six  miles  an  hour,  in  any  street 
in  said  city  ;  and  the  running  against  any  foot 
passenger,  exercising  ordinary  and  reasonable 
care,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  a  viola¬ 
tion  of  this  section. 

No  owner  of  any  horse  or  other  animal,  at¬ 
tached  to  any  vehicle,  shall  allow  the  same  to 
move  along  any  street  in  said  city,  without  a 
driver  sufficiently  near  to  exercise  immediate 
control  over  the  same. 

No  person  shall  place  or  leave  any  horse  or 
other  animal,  or  any  vehicle,  before  the  door  or 
gate  of  any  dwelling  house  or  yard,  except  to 
receive  passengers  about  to  come  from  such 
house  or  gate,  or  to  deliver  persons  about  to  g  » 
to  such  house,  or  to  receive  or  deliver  a  load  at 
such  door  or  gate,  without  the  permission  of  the 
occupant  of  such  house  or  yard. 

No  person  shall  leave  any  cart,  car,  dray, 
truck,  or  other  vehicle  in  any  street  in  said  city, 
unless  the  same  is  in  use  aod  attached  to  a 
horse  or  other  animal. 

Nq  person  or  persons  shall  cast,  place,  or 
sprinkle,  or  cause  to  be  cast,  placed,  or  sprink¬ 
led,  salt,  or  any  other  substance,  in  or  upon  any 
street  in  said  City,  for  the  purpose  of  melting 
any  snow  or  ice  thereon,  provided  that  the 
mayor  of  the  city  may  authorize  such  sprinkling 
upon  the  rails  of  any  horse  railroad  company  at 
a  curve  or  turnout,  when  he  may  deem  it  nec¬ 
essary  and  proper. 

Any  person  offending  against  any. of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Every  person  who  shall  lay,  throw,  or  place, 
or  cause  to  be  laid  or  thrown,  or  placed,  any  ice 


or  snow  into  any  street  within  said  city,  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  broken  into  small  pieces, 
and  spread  evenly  on  the  surface  of  such  street, 
and  in  default  thereof  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penally  of  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than  five 
dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

SIDEWALKS. 

No  person  shall  place,  or  cause  to  be  placed, 
upon  any  public  foot-way  or  sidewalk  in  said 
city,  any  lumber,  iron,  trunk,  bale,  box,  crate, 
cask,  package,  or  article  or  thing  whatsoever, 
whether  of  the  same  description  or  not,  for 
more  than  thirty  minutes,  under  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

No  person  shall  drive,  wheel,  or  draw  any 
coach,  cart,  hand  cart,  wheelbarrow,  velocipede, 
or  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure,  wheth¬ 
er  of  the  same  description  or  not,  except  child¬ 
ren’s  hand  carriages  and  drawn  by  hand  ;  or 
drive  or  permit  any  horse  under  his  care  to  go 
or  stand,  upon  any  sidewalk  or  footpath  in  the 
streets  or  public  squares  of  said  city,  except 
going  in  or  out  at  driveways. 

No  person  shall  leave  open  any  trap  door  or 
coal  hole  in  any  sidewalk  or  crosswalk  in  said 
city. 

The  owner  and  every  person  having  the  care 
of  any  building  or  lot  of  land  bordering  upon 
any  street  in  said  city,  where  there  is  any  foot¬ 
way  or  sidewalk,  shall  keep  such  foot-way  or 
sidewalk  in  a  safe  and  convenient  condition  for 
the  use  of  the  public,  and  shall  forthwith  repair 
all  defects  therein  in  any  ^y  endangering  or 
incommoding  the  public  travel  upon  the  same, 
and  shall  temove  therefrom  without  delay  any 
and  all  obstructions  that  maybe  placed  or  found 
thereon. 

The  tenant,  occupant,  and,  in  case  there 
shall  be  no  tenant,  the  owner,  or  any  person 
having  the  care  of  any  land  or  buildings  front¬ 
ing  on  any  street  or  public  place  in  said  City, 
where  there  is  any  foot-way  or  sidewalk,  shall, 
after  the  ceasing  to  fall  of  any  snow,  ice  or 
sleet,  if  in  the  day-ttme,  within  three  hours,  and 
if  in  the  night  time,  before  nine  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon  succeeding,  cause  the  same  to  be 
removed  from  such  foot-way  or  sidewalk,  and  if 
the  same  cannot  be  wholly  removed,  shall  sprin¬ 
kle  thereon  sand,  or  other  proper  substance,  so 
that  such  foot-way  or  sidewalk  shall  be  safe 
fcr  travel,  and  in  default  thereof  shall  forfeif 
gnd  pay  a  penalty  of  two  doilars ;  and  for  each 
and  every  hour  thereafter,  that  the  same  shall 
remain  on  such  foot-way  or  sidewalk  ;  or  such 
footway  or  sidewalk  shall  be  unsafe  for  travel, 
such  tenant,  occupant,  owner,  or  other  person, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  further  penalty  of  two 
dollars. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  as 
aforesaid,  for  removing  such  snow,  ice,  or  sleet, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Inspector  to 


cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  and  continue  to  be  a  lien  and 
real  incumbrance  in  favor  of  said  City,  upon 
such  land  or  buildings  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Street  Inspector,  to  cause  a  certificate  of 
lien  therefor  to  be  recorded  within  sixty  days 
thereafter,  unless  such  expense  shall  have  been 
previously  paid. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  also  apply 
to  the  falling  of  snow  from  any  building,  and  to 
any  footway  or  sidewalk  on  any  bridge  span¬ 
ning  any  railroad  in  said  City. 

The  tenant,  occupant,  and  in  case  there  shall 
be  no  tenant,  the  owner,  and  every  person  hav¬ 
ing  the  care  of  any  building  or  lot  of  land  bor¬ 
dering  on  any  street  or  public  place  in  said 
city,  where  there  is  any  foot-way  or  sidewalk 
having  a  paved  gutter,  shall,  at  all  times,  keep 
such  paved  gutter  free  from  snow,  ice  or  sleet, 
so  ns  to  permit  the  free  passage  of  water 
through  the  same,  and  in  default  thereof  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every 
such  offense. 

TRADE. 

Anthracite,  bituminous,  or  mineral  coal, 
when  sold  in  quantities  of  five  hundred  pounds 
or  more,  except  by  the  cargo,  shall  be  sold  by 
weight;  and  a  ton  thereof  shall  consist  of  two 
thousand  pounds,  avoirdupois,  of  well  screened 
coal. 

Any  person  selling  coal  as  aforesaid,  shall,  at 
the  request  of  the  buyer,  cause  each  load  there¬ 
of  sold  by  him  to  be  weighed  by  a  sworn  public 
weigher  in  said  city,  and  a  certificate  of  the 
weight  thereof,  signed  by  such  weigher,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  buyer  or  his  agent  at  the 
time  of  the  delivery  of  the  coal. 

When  demanded  by  the  buyer  of  any  anthra¬ 
cite,  bituminous,  or  mineral  coal  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  driver  of  the  cart 
containing  such  coal,  to  causf  the  same,  to¬ 
gether  with  such  cart,  to  be  immediately 
weighed  upon  the  most  convenient  public  scales, 
other  than  those  upon  which  the  same  has  been 
already  weighed,  and  to  deliver  without  un¬ 
necessary  delay  such  coal  at  the  place  of  deliv¬ 
ery,  and  at  the  same  time  to  deliver  to  such 
buyer,  or  his  authorized  agent,  a  certificate  of 
the  weight  of  such  coal,  signed  by  such  public 
weigher. 

When  any  load  of  coal,  as  aforesaid,  has 
been  carted  and  weighed  upon  demand  of  the 
buyer  as  provided  in  this  section,  such  buyer 
shall  pay  to  said  driver,  fifty  cents  for  such  cart¬ 
ing,  and  the  fees  of  the  public  weigher. 

No  driver  of  any  cart  shall  give  away,  pur¬ 
loin,  sell,  or  remove  any  coal,  or  allow  any  coal 
to  be  taken  or  fall  from  his  cart  while  the  same 
is  in  transit  to  the  place  of  delivery,  or  to  or 
from  the  place  of  weighing. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
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of  the  four  next  preceding*  sections,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  penaly  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such 
offense. 

AM  charcoal  sold  by  the  bushel,  basket,  or 
box  in  said  city,  shall  be  measured  in  baskets 
or  box^s  of  the  capacity  of  three  bushels  and 
no  more,  when  even  full,  and  said  baskets  or 
boxes  shall  in  all  cases  be  sealed  by  a  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures  in  said  city,  and  shall  be 
bo  constructed  as  to  be  of  as  great  diameter  in¬ 
side  at  the  top  as  at  any  other  part,  and  the 
height  of  such  baskets  or  boxes  shall  not  be 
greater  than  the  diameter,  and  they  shall  be  as 
nearly  flat  upon  the  bottom  as  practicable. 
Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Every  vender  of  charcoal  who  shall  have  in 
his  possession  any  basket,  box,  or  measure  of 
less  dimensions  than  those  required  by  the  next 
preceding  section,  or  not  sealed  as  therein  pro¬ 
vided,  with  intent  to  use  the  same,  or  permit . 
the  same  to  be  used  for  measuring  charcoal, 
sold  or  agreed  to  be  sold,  in  said  city,  shall  for¬ 
feit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every 
such  measure  in  his  possession. 

Cord  wood  brought  into  said  city  for  sale, 
shall,  at  the  request  of  the  purchaser,  be  meas¬ 
ured  by  a  public  measurer,  and  a  certificate  of 
the  quantity  thereof  delivered  to  such  purchaser 
by  the  seller  or  his  agent. 

Any  person  offending  against  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

No  person,  not  the  occupant  of  the  store,  shop 
or  house  in  said  city,  shall  sell  or  vend,  or  cause 
to  be  sold  or  vended,  within  the  limits  of  said 
city,  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  of  any 
kind  whatever,  other  than  the  produce  of  farms 
and  gardens  in  this  State,  brought  into  said 
city  for  sale  by  farmers  and  gardeners  residents 
in  this  State  or  their  employees,  without  license 
from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  so  to  do. 

Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty-five,  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

No  person  whose  entire  stock  in  trade  shall 
at  any  one  time  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of 
thirty  dollars,  except  farmers  and  gardeners,  as 
provided  in  the  next  preceding  section,  shall 
peddle  or  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  from  house  to 
house,  or  in  the  streets  of  said  city,  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise  of  any  kind  whatever, 
without  license  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
so  to  do. 

Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
twenty -five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 


WATER. 

No  person  shall  cover  up  or  encumber  any 
public  hydrant,  by  placing  upon  or  about  it  any 
snow,  ice,  or  sleet,  rubbish,  building  materials 
or  other  materials  ;  but  a  sufficient  space  shall 
be  left  about  every  such  hydrant  to  allow  free 
access  for  steamers  and  hose  carriages. 

Every  person  who  shall  wilfully  break  or  in¬ 
jure  any  public  hydrant,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Every  person  who  shall  open  any  public  fire 
hydrant,  except  under  authority  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  said  city,  or  under  authority  of 
some  proper  officer  of  said  city,  and  every  per- 
so  who  shall  willfully  and  maliciously  leave  the 
water  of  any  public  hydrant  running  to  waste, 
and  every  person  who  shall  willfully  and  mali¬ 
ciously  leave  the  water  of  any  hydrant  or  pump 
running  in  any  public  building,  or  to  the  dam¬ 
age  of  others  in  any  tenement  building,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every 
such  offense. 

Every  person  sprinkling  or  watering  any 
street,  gutter,  sidewalk,  or  part  of  a  building, 
shall  avoid  sprinkling  or  wetting  passengers  or 
vehicles  in  the  street. 

Every  person  willfully  or  carelessly  violating 
this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  p  ay  a  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  and  the  per¬ 
son  or  persons  in  whose  employ  such  act  was 
done,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  like  penalty.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  decrease 
in  only  two  States — Maine  and  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  and  one  Territory — New  Mexico.  The 
loss  in  the  latter  is  accounted  for  bv  the  fact 
that  the  Territory  has  been  divided  since  the 
Census  of  1860  was  taken  to  form  new  Territo¬ 
ries,  and  the  small  gain  in  several  of  the 
others  is  accounted  for  in  the  same  way.  The 
greatest  percentage  of  gain  is  in  the  new  State 
of  Nevada,  which  is  explained  by  the  rush  to 
the  gold  mines  in  that  State  during  the  past  . 
few  years.  The  greatest  loss  is  in  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  The  percentage  of  gain  in  the  District  ;
